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BIENNIAL REPORT. 



Office of the Pennsylvania Reform School, 

MoRGANZA, Pa., September jOy iqo6. 

To the Governor, the Legislature, and the Board of Public Chari- 
ties of the State of Pennsylvania: 

The transactions of the Pennsylvania Reform School for the 
two years ending September 30th, 1906, is, by the Board of Man- 
agers, hereby respectfully submitted. 

During this time no backward step has been taken and the 
management finds great pleasure in pointing out the progress 
made in every department. 

The handsome New Building for girls has been completed 
and is now occupied. It is modern in every particular, and the 
entire Girls' School is housed therein. This is not as was originally 
planned, but made absolutely necessary by the condition of the old 
building. Some crowding naturally results from this state of 
affairs, and yet not enough to make the condition unsanitary ; how- 
ever, something must be done to enlarge the capacity of this 
department. 

The New School Building, containing eight large, airy rooms, 
together with a room used for library purposes, is occupied, and 
with the grading now possible, places the schools on a correct 
basis. 

A New Electric Light Plant has been installed, with a 50 K. 
W. dynamo. Current is furnished to Main Building and to Girl's 
New Building, but the appropriation of last Legislature was in- 
sufficient to have the four family buildings wired. 

During these two years the Main Building has been con- 
nected by a brick roadway with the buildings at Girl's Department, 
and also with the New School Building. These roadways add 
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greatly to the comfort and convenience of the whole Institution » 
and are necessary approaches to the above-named buildings. 

A part of the money appropriated for repairs wns expended 
for repainting and redecorating hallways of Main Building and 
Chap>el. Both now present a handsome app>earance. 

A New Pump and New Boiler, for forcing water from iui - 
pounding to storage reservoirs, have been purchased and are now 
being installed. The appropriation for this machinery was barely 
sufficient for its purchase. 

An Athletic Track, one sixth of a mile in length, has been 
made by the boys, and is of great utility in their .summer sports. 

During the period covered by this rt^port an excellent band of 
thirty-five pieces, which is a source of pride to both officers and 
inmates, as well as one from which great pleasure is derived, has 
been developed in the Institution. 

It was found that the books belonging to the School Library 
were badly in need of re-cataloguing, and as a result this was done 
under expert direction, the Dewey Decimal System being used. 
The small appropriation made by the last Legislature for books was 
expended largely for those suitable for the smaller hoys and girls. 
The library contains 2714 volumes, but needs to be replenished 
and have introduced a larger number of books, which would not 
be classed under the head of fiction. One of the teachers will act 
in the capacity of librarian, a systematic record being Hept of the 
number of times each book is taken out. This will enable us to 
determine accurately the kind of books most sought after. If too 
much fiction is being read, a change to something more healthy 
can be made. 

The two years covered by this report have been fruitful in 
most ways, and it is gratifying to know that many boys and girls 
have been reclaimed from lives which might have been spent in 
idleness or crime. The health of the inmates, generally sp)eaking, 
has been good. Five deaths have occurred, the history of these 
cases being fully covered in Physician's Report. 

In the Boys' Departinent classes are taught in Mechanical and 
Architectural Drawing, Bricklaying, Carpentering and Wood 
Turning. Blacksmithing, Painting, Plumbing and Gas Fitting, 
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Tailoring, Printing, Typewriting, Telegraphy and Stenograph}', 
Baking, and other useful trades. All the work on the Farm and 
in the vegetable gardens is done by the boys. All the laundry 
work of the entire Institution is done by the girl inmates; they 
cook and mend for themselves, make their own clothing and also 
the shirts for the boys. 

The inmates committed by Magistrates, Mayors, and Courts are 
of several classes: (i) Those committed by reason of incorrigible 
or vicious conduct. (2) Those committed in consequence of 
vagrancy. (3) Children of vicious parents, who, from moral 
depravity or otherwise are incapable or unwilling to exercise the 
proper care or discipline over such incorrigible or vicious youths. 
(4) Boys and girls who', through circumstances or bad company, 
have been guilty of vice or crime, but who are not yet hardened 
in sin, and who appear capable of being reformed and of becoming 
respectable and useful men and women. 

The inmates are required to attend school part of each secular 
day, except during vacation. On the Lord's day each division has 
its Sabbath School. At least one preaching service is held in the 
Chapel, at which a minister of some Christian denomination 
officiates. 

The industrial classes have done a vast amount of work dur- 
ing the past year; the bricklaying squad, industrial school boys, 
and painter's detail contributing especially valuable help in the 
matter of permanent repairs and improvements 

The gardens have l>een productive during the period men- 
tioned and good crops have been the rule. 

This report wouM be incomplete were not some mention 
made of the long and failhful services of Thomas Wightman, Esq., 
of Pittsburg. Pa., who retired from the presidency of the Board 
during this period. Mr. Wightman's determination to resign was 
heard by the members of the Board with sincerest regret, and a 
special committee was appointed to wait on him and ask him to 
reconsider the matter. Mr. Wightman felt, however, that he 
could not do this, and his final deci.sion was reluctantly accepted. 
Mr. Wightman served continuously for twenty-nine years in the 
capacity of President, and during that time endeared himself to 
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hundreds of boys and girls — inmates of the Institution — in whom 
they always found a good friend and counsellor. Among his fellow 
Board members, Mr. Wightman's advice was much sought in all 
matters pertaining to the Institution and he was ever first in ad- 
vancing its interests. He retired full of honors for his sincere and 
unassuming services, and will be long remembered in the annals of 
the Pennsylvania Reform School. 

During this period, also, J. A. Quay, for a quarter of a cen- 
tury active head and Superintendent of the Institution, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Beaconi. for almost as long, matron of the Girls* Depart- 
ment, resigned their positions. Both of these employees rendered 
almost invaluable services, and had seen the School grow from a 
small to a great and influential institution. Both Mr. Quay and 
Mrs. Beacom contributed very largely to this end. The Board 
of Managers always held both in the highest esteem, and expressed 
deep regret at their leaving. 

In view of the earnest efforts made by the Management to 
start the unfortunate girls and boys committed to its care along 
paths of rectitude, to equip them with such training — moral, 
mental and physical — as will belter enable them to battle with the 
world and in view of the great success attained with the means at 
hand, would it not be well for the Legislature of 1907 and '08 to 
inquire into the actual needs of the Pennsylvania Reform School? 

The foundation has been laid for a great institution . It should 
stand second to none in its class in America. The unfortunate 
children, who, by reason of their own delinquency or that of their 
parents, are committed to its care, should have placed at their dis- 
posal every facility for helping them to make of themselves useful 
men and women. No money value can be placed on the worth to 
the State of one good citizen. In that case what shall we say of 
the vRSt number (and if our capacity were greater the number 
could be trebled) who go out from our doors every year better 
than they came. There is serious food for reflection in this 
thought, and those charged with the responsibility of providing 
for the charitable institutions should look well into the conditions 
existing here. 

By a system of merits an inmate who did not fail in duty or 
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transgress might meet the demands so as to be permitted to leave 
the School in about twenty months ; but after making allowances 
for lapses incident to boyhood and girlhood, release can ordinarily 
be obtained at the end of two years. The requisite number of 
merits having been secured, inmates are dismissed on parole to 
the care of relatives or others when the Managers have assurance 
that good homes and regular employment have been provided. 
But just here exists one of our weak spots. One parole officer is 
totally unable to find the right kind of homes and afterwards 
keep in touch with all who need to be looked after. 

I assert without fear of contradiction that if this Legislature 
will provide for our School as it can do, and act on the sugges- 
tions that follow, the School can be made as good as the best. 

The Pennsylvania Reform School needs:— 

First, At least two family buildings to relieve the over crowded 
condition of the dormitories. The boys are sleeping on double- 
decked beds, the upper bed being high and uncomfortable. It is 
absolutely imperative that something should be done to relieve 
this condition and to make all sleeping apartments more homelike, 
cheerful, sanitary and humane. The segregation which all admit 
is necessary to make conditions idea] can be obtained in no other 
way. With smaller families and more room everywhere, individ- 
ualism will mean something and every boy can have his own 
things exclusively. 

Second, Next in importance to rearrangement of the family 
sy.stem to avoid crowding is the building of a gymnasium and 
the employment of a competent physical instructor. The boys 
of this school are deficient physically in many ways, and can only 
be developed mentally by building up strong bodies. During 
the winter months they are compelled to drill in the basements, 
which, at best, are cramped and uncomfortable. Nothing in the 
way of systematic physical training can be done until we have a 
gymnasium. It should also contain a large swimming pool. The 
boys here yearn, if anything, more earnestly for the things that go 
to make up healthy normal boy life than those in the honitrs This 
is little enough for the State to give them, if they can be induced 
to do their part towards the making of good citizens. They will 
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do this no doubt with proper encouragement, and the State will 
thereby be the gainer by large odds. 

Third, It is not only of importance, but a necessity absolutely, 
that something be done to house the girl inmates properly. The 
building originally erected for them is in such a state of dilapi- 
dation that to move out became imperative. The girls were, 
therefore, taken to a building recently finished, which is totally 
inadequate to accommodate the entire Girl's School permanently. 
As temporary quarters, however, it can be made to answer, though 
nothing should be allowed to interfere with the repair of the old 
or erection of another building for this department. 

In this coiniecton let me urge upon the members of the Legis- 
lature the vast importance of the questit)n of the care of the girl 
offender and delinquent. No ^reat measure of success will ever 
be attained in this direction until an entirely separate institution 
has been erected for their care. Then the Morganza Institution 
would be for boys alone, and this would be as it should. In that 
case the building now occupied by the girls could be utilized for a 
family of boys. 

Fourth, The parole system should be entirely reorganized and 
an exact and comprehensive record kept of everything pertaining 
to a paroled child until past the age of twenty-one. At this time 
our juri.sdiction ends. No man, be he ever so indefatigable, can 
do well, all the work necessary in this department. The State 
should provide for another parole agent. Even two, working all 
the time, would scarcely be able to keep up with the work and make 
all necessary visits to the homes of paroled children. 

The Managers feel grateful for the aid given by the State in 
past years, and earnestly hope that the Legi.slature, as a whole, may 
feel interested in this report. The management asks, simply co- 
operation and support and will welcome visits from members or 
committees of the General Assembly. 

The Institution will be only efficient in so far as its equipment 
is of the right sort. The aim of the management is now and has 
ever been, to do only that which will reflect honor on the Com- 
monwealth. This, however, can best be done by making the 
School a great institution for the upbuilding of the youth com- 
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mitted lo its care and injectinjj: into its daily life that which is 
best from a moral, physical, and intellectual vStandpoint. 

That all this may be accomplished, both divine and temporal 
aid must be invoked.

THE INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 



In this department classes are conducted in Mechanical and 
Architectural Drawing, Wood Working and Turning, Black- 
smithing and Bricklaying. 



MECHANICAL DRAWING. 



Thirty-four boys divided into two classes of seventeen each are 
taught Mechanical Drawing. Each boy is provided with a set of 
Drawing Tools, consisting of Pen and Pencil Compasses, Dividers, 
Ruling Pen, Tee Square, Triangles, Draughtsman's Scale, Pen. 
Pencil, etc. These tools he is taught and required to keep in 
working order. The course of instruction consists of thirty -six 
exercises and includes the following subjects: Plain Geometri- 
cal Figures, Projection of Solid Geometrical Figures, Develop- 
ments of Surfaces, Screw Threads and Standard Bolts, Working 
Drawings of Bolts, Wrenches, Pipe Fittings, Valves and various 
parts of machines in use about the shops. 



WOOD WORKING- 



In this subject thirty-four boys receive instruction. They are 
divided into two claSvSes of seventeen. Each boy has his own set 
of tools which he is responsible for, and must keep in working 
order. The shop is equipped with a combination rip and crosscut 
saw, band saw, planer, lathes, scroll saws and grind stone. The 
course is arranged to include not only bench work, but practice

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



Pennsylvania Reform School, 

MoRGANZA, Vk., September 30, 1^6. 

To the Board of Managers of the Pennsylvania Reform School: 

Gentlemen : The health of the Institution for the past two 
years has been as good as usual. There has been no epidemic of a 
serious nature, and we have only had to contend with the ordinary 
diseases. During that time there were treated in the hospital 
fifty-nine cases of bilious fever, thirty-fourcasesof congested liver, 
thirty cases of tonsilitis, twenty-two cases of skin eruption, fifteen 
cases of rheumatism, nine cases of tuberculosis, eight cases of 
pneumonia, eight cases of bronchitis, eight cases of chickenpox. six 
cases of gastritis, five cases of quinsy, four cases of orchitis, seven 
cases of measles, three cases of fracture, two cases of di.slocation, 
two cases of scrofula, two cases of heart disease, two cases of 
catarrh of stomach, one case of necrosis of tibia, one case of eczema, 
one case of erysipelas, one case of syphilis, and one hundred and 
twenty-three minor cases, such as colds, sprains, abcesses, burns, 
etc., making a total of 353 cases. Of this number five cases 
proved fatal, two died of pneumonia, one of gastritis, one of 
valvular heart disease, resulting from previous attacks of inflam- 
matory rheiunatism, being in that condition when admitted to the 
Institution; one died from hemorrhages of the nose, mouth and 
bowels, due to a syphilitic condition, death occuring two weeks 
after admission to the Institution.

(Late House of Refuge of Western Penna.) 



AN ACT 

To Iv corporate an Association for the Establishmeut of a House of 

Refuse of Western Pennsylvania. 

Section i , Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met. and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That all such persons as shall become subscribers to an 
association, in the manner hereinafter provided, shall be a corpo- 
ration and body politic in law, by the name, style and title of the 
^' House of Refuge of Western Pennsylvaiiia y atid by that name, 
style and title sludl have perpetual succession, with the power to 
have a common seal, and to chaiii^e the same at pleasure; to estab- 
lish, erect and manao^e the House of Refuse, in the County of 
Allegheny, and to make contracts relative to same; to sue and be 
sued, and by that name and title be capable in law of purchasing, 
holding and conveyin<< any estate, real or personal, for the use of 
said corix>ration ; and to establish By-Laws and orders for the 
regulation of the Inslitulion and preservation and application of 
the funds thereof; Provided, The same be not repugnant to the 
Constitution and law of the United States, or of this Connnon- 
wealth. 

Shc 2. That every person that shall subscribe to the articles 
of such Association, and pay to the funds of the Instittition the 
simi of fifty dollars, or ten dollars annually for the term of six 
years, shall l)ea member for life; and every person paying the sum 
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of two dollars annually, shall be a member while he continues to 
contribule the said sum ; such payment to be made at the time and 
in the manner to be prescribed by the by-laws of the said Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec 3. That the estates and concerns of the Association 
shall be conducted by the following oflficers, to-wit: a President, a 
Vice-President, a Treasurer, a Secretary and twelve Managers, of 
whom five shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, who shall appoint, from their own body, a Chairman and 
Secretary, and prescribe the duty of each. That the members of 
the said Association shall meet within thirty days after five thou- 
sand dollars shall have been subscribed for the purpose provided 
by the Act, and on the first Monday of January, annually, there- 
after at such place within the County of Allegheny, as the Board 
of Managers may, from time to time, appoint, and of which the 
President, or in case of his absence or refusal to give the same, the 
Vice-President, or any member of said Association, shall give notice 
in at least two of the daily papers published in the city of Pitts- 
burg, and elect, by a plurality of votes, the aforesaid officers; 
and whenever any vacancy shall occur by death, resignation or 
otherwise the same shall be filled for the remainder of the year by 
such person (being a subscriber to the articles of the Association) 
as the Board of Managers, for the time being, or a majority of them, 
shall appoint. Prmnded, That the notice of the first election may 
be given by a committee of the contributors appointed for that pur- 
pose. 

Sec 4 That if the annual election shall not take place on 
the day appointed for that purpose, the said corporation shall not 
therefore be dissolved, but the menil)ers ot the said Board shall 
continue in office, until a new eleciicn, which shall be had at such 
time and place, and after such notice as the said Board shall pre- 
scribe; and in case of any tqnalit> for votes of any one or more 
persons, 'the said Board shall delcrniine which of such persons 
shall be considered as elected. 

Sec 5. That the Bor.rd of Managers shall provide a suitable 
building asa House of Refuge, in the city of Pittsburg, or County 
of Allegheny, and establish such regulations respecting the religion 
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and moral education, training, employment, discipline, and self- 
keeping of its inhabitants as may be deemed expedient and 
proper. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be lawful for the Board of Managers, 
of said House of Refuge, at their discretion, to receive into their 
care and guardianship, infants, male, under the age of twenty-one 
years, and females under the age of twenty-one years, committed 
to their custody in either of the following modes, to-wit : 

1. Infants committed by an alderman or justice of the peace 
on the complaint and due proof made thereof, by the parents, 
guardian, or next friend of said infant, that by reason of incor- 
rigible or vicious conduct, such infant has rendered his or her 
control beyond the power of parent, guardian, or next friend, 
and made it manifestly requisite that, from the regard of morals 
and future welfare of such infant he or she should be placed 
under the guardianship of the Managers of the said House of 
Refuge. 

2. Infants committed by the authority aforesaid where com- 
plaint and due proof have been made that such infant is a proper 
subject for the guardianship of the Managers of said House of Re- 
fuge, in consequence of vagrancy, or of incorrigible or vicious 
conduct, and that from moral depravity, or otherwise, of the parent 
or guardian, or next friend, is incapable or unwilling to exercise 
the proper care and discipline over snch incorrigible or vicious 
infant 

3. Infants who shall be taken or committed as vagrants, or, 
upon any criminal charge, or duly convicted of criminal offences 
as may, in the judtrnieiit of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, or 
of the Court of Quarter Sessions of the peace, of any county 
within the Western District ; and the said Managers shall have 
power to place the said children committed to their care during 
their minority, at such employment, and cause them to be 
instructed in such branches of useful knowledge as may b6 suitable 
to their years and capacity ; and they shall have power at their 
discretion, to bind out the said children, with their consent, as 
apprentices during their minority, to such persons, and at such 
places, to learn suc4i proper trades and employments as, in their 
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judgement, will be the most conducive to their reforination and 
amendment, and will tend to the futnre benefit and advantages of 
such children. 

Sec. 7. That it shall be the duty of any alderman or justice 
aforeasaid committing a vagrant or incorrigible or vicious infant, 
as aforeasaid, in addition to the adjudication required by the Sixth 
Section of this Act, to annex to this commitment the name and 
residence of the different witnessed examined before him and the 
substance of the testimony given by them, respectively, on which 
the said adjudication was founded. 

Sec. 8. That is shall be the duty of the President Judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas, and the Judge of the District Court 
of Allegheny County, alternately, in such manner as may be 
arranged between them, at a joint meeting for that purpose, from 
time to time held, to visit the House of Refuge at least once in 
two weeks, or oftener if to such Judges it shall seem requisite; 
and it shall be the duty of the Judges so visiting the House of 
Refuge, carefully to examine into all the commitments to said 
House of Refuge, made by the alderman or justices, aforesaid, 
that have not been adjudged upon by one of the said Judges, in 
the manner hereinafter directed, which commitments it shall be 
the duty of the Managers truly and correctly to lay before said 
Judge; and on such examination such Judge shall have produced 
before him, by the Managers aforesaid, their superintendent or 
agent, the infant or infants described in such commitment, and 
the testimony on which he or she shall have been adjudged a fit 
subject for the guardianship of the said Managers, or on which 
he or she shall be claimed to be held as such ; and if, after exam- 
ining the infant and said testimony, the said Judge shall be of 
opinion that, according to the laws of this Commonwealth, regu- 
lating the control of infants, a case has been established, which in 
his opinio 1 would, according to law, authorize the transfer of the 
parental authority over such infant to the Managers of the said 
House of Refuge, then, in that case, it shall be the duty of said 
Judge to indorse an order on the commitment of the alderman or 
justice, or direct the infant to be continued under the guardian- 
ship of said Managers, after which it shall be lawful for said Man- 
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agers to exercise over all such infants the power and authorities 
given them by this Act. But if the said Judge shall be of opinion 
that such case has not been made out, he shall order such infant 
to be forthwith discharged, which order shall be obeyed by the 
Managers, under the pains and the penalties provided by law, 
against wrongful imprisonment ; Provided, That it shall be the 
duty of said Judge, at the request of said infant, or any person 
on his or her behalf, to transfer such hearing to the Court House 
of the Court of which he is a member, in order that the infant 
may have the benefit of counsel and compulsory process to obtain 
witnesses in his or her behalf, which such Judge is authorized to 
award as fully and amply as any Judge or Court could do on the 
hearing of a writ of habeas corpus: And provided also, That nothing 
in this Act shall be construe to interfere with the provision of an 
Act for the better securing of personal liberty and preventing 
unlawful imprisonment, pa.ssed the eighteenth day of February, 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty-five 

Sec. 9. That said Managers may, from time to time, make 
by-laws, ordinances aud regulations relative to the management, 
government, instruction, discipline, employment and disposition 
of said children while in the House of Refuge (not contrary to 
law), as they may deem pro]:>er; and may appoint such officers, 
agents and servants as they may deem necessary to transact the 
business of said corporation, and may designate their duties. 
And further, that said Managers shall, annually, lay before the 
contributors, on the first Monday of January, and transmit to the 
Legislature a report, setting forth the number of children received 
into said House of Refuge, the disposition which shall be made of 
them by instructing or employing them in said House of Refuge or 
by binding them out as apprentices ; the receipts and expenditures 
of said Managers, and generally all such facts and particulars as 
may tend to exhibit the effects, whether beneficial or otherwise, 
of the said Association ; and the right is hereby reserved to the 
Legislature to alter, amend or repeal this Act. 

Sec. 10. That the children received by said Managers, 
under the conviction of any Court within the said Western 
District, shall be clothed, maintained and instructed by the said 
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Managers, at the public expense of the proper county from which 
they come ; and the accounts of said children shall be kept by the 
said Managers in the same manner that the accounts of convicts 
in the penitentiaries are now directed to be kept by the Inspectors 
thereof. 

Skc. II. That the grounds and buildings erected thereon^ 
for the use and objects of the said Association, shall be exempt 
from taxation. 

Sec. 12. That tlie sum of twenty thousand dollars be, and 
the same is hereby appropriated to aid in the purchase of the 
grounds and the erection of buildings for the use and objects of 
said Association, the said sum to be paid by the State Treasurer, 
on warrants of the Governor, to be drawn when he shall be satis- 
fied that an equal amount has been bonnafide subscribed by other 
responsible parties, and warrants shall only be drawn for amounts 
equal to aggregate payment made, from time to time, by such 
other contributors.

A SUPPLEMENT 

To an Act for the Establishment of a Hoiise of Refuge in Western 

Pennsylvania^ Passed April 22, i8§o. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senat? and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, -and it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, That the several counties embraced within the Western 
Judicial District of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, be, and 
they are, hereby authorized to subscribe — the County of Allegheny 
not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, and the several others of 
said counties not exceeding ten thousand dollars — to the erection 
of a House of Refuge for Western Pennsylvania, under the provi- 
sions of the Act to which this is a supplement, and to negotiate 
loans for the payment of such subscription, and isjjue bonds there- 
for, in amounts not less, than one hundred dollars, and bearing 
interes at not more than six per cent, per annum, which shall be 
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exempt from every species of taxation ; Provided, That if it shall 
be necessary to dispose of any bonds issued, as aforesaid, below 
their par value, the same shall not be deemed usurious ; but such 
loans shall be taken to be lawful and valid. 

Skc. 2. That each of said counties subscribing to said House 
of Refuge shall be entitled to appoint, by their county commis- 
sioners, one Manager for every twenty-five hundred dollars sub- 
scribed, which Manager so appointed, shall be in addition to the 
Managers authorized to be elected under the provision of the Act 
incorporating said Association. 

Sec. 3 That no person or persons, corporation or body poli- 
tic shall be permitted to open, lay out, or construct any road or 
highway, either public or private, under any pretense whatever 
or through any ground owned and occupied by said House of 
Refuge, without the consent of the Managers thereof.

A FURTHER SUPPLEMENT 

To the Act hicorporating the House of Refuge for Western Petm- 

sylvania. Passed April 22 , 18^0. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the nineteenth section of the Act, to which this is a 
further supplement, shall extend and apply to all children 
received into the House of Refuge of Western Pennsylvania. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be lawful for the Board of Managers 
of said Institution, at their discretion, to retain or hind out female 
infants committed to their care (who may be sixteen years of age 
at the time they were committed), until they shall reach the age 
of twenty -one years 

Sec. 3. That so much of the supplement to the Act incorpo- 
rating .said Institution, passed March sixteenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-four, as limits the payment of the appro- 
priation therein to annual payments of five thousand dollars each* 
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be, and the same is hereby repealed, and the State Treasurer is 
hereby authorized to pay the whole amoi]nt undrawn, of said 
appropriation, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated.

Establishirig Fees for Commitments to House of Refuge, 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Genera] 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the fees upon the commitments by aldermen or justices 
of the peace, to any House of Refuge within this State, shall be 
as follows, to-vvit: To any constable or officers for arresting the 
person committed, fifty cents; to the alderman or justice of the 
peace directing the commitment, fifty cents; to the constable or 
other officer delivering the person committed, pursuant to such 
commitment at the proper House of Refuge, one dollar with mile- 
age at the rate five cents circular for distance traveled, said fees 
and mileage to be paid by the county is which the conmiitment is 
made; Provided, That no allowance for mileage shall be made 
unless the distance traveled shall exceed .seven circular miles. 

EXTRACT FROM ACT No. 261, 

Approved April 16, iS^y, 

That the Act for the establishment of a House of Refuge for 
Western Pennsylvania is hereby so amended as to include in the 
enactment and provisions therein made, also such children received 
by the Managers of the said House of Refuge, as may be convicted 
or committed her^jtofore, agreeable to the provisions of the charter 
thereof, by any mayor, alderman or justice of the peace, within 
the said Western District ; and further, that the mayor of any 
city within the said Western District shall have like authority 
with that given to aldermen and justices of the peace, to commit

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General Assembly met, 
and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That the 
Board of Managers of the House of Refuge, for the reformation 
of juvenile delinquents in Philadelphia and Allegheny Counties, 
are hereby respectively authorized, whenever they deem it for the 
interests of any white inmate, duly committed to their custody, to 
bind or indenture such white inmate, to service, during his or her 
minority, although the party to whom the indenture may be made 
may be a citizen of one of the United States other than this Com- 
monwealth ; Provided, That no such indenture to serve out of this 
Commonwealth shall be made without the cx>nsent first given of 
said white inmate.

AMENDMENTS TO THE CHARTER OF THE 

CORPORATION. 

The House of Refuge of Western Pennsylvania, now the 
Pennsylvania Reform School, as required by an Act of Assem- 
bly, approved the 5th day of May, A. D. 1875. 

Managers. 

Section i . The Governor of this Commonwealth shall here- 
after, by and with the consent of the Senate, have the sole power 
to appoint all Managers of said Institution, excepting such Mana- 
gers as are now appointed by the counties that have contributed to 
the Institution, under the provision of the Act for the establish- 
ment of the House of Refuge for the Western District of Pennsyl- 
vania, approved May fifteenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one. The number of Managers so to be appointed by the 
Governor shall be sixteen, and they shall be appointed within 
twenty days after decree shall have been made by the Court of 
Common Pleas, No. i, of Allegheny County ..allowing this amend- 
ment, to hold office until the first Monday of May, A. D. one 
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thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven. During the session 
of the Senate in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
seven, the Governor shall in the manner aforesaid appoint sixteen 
Managers, eight to hold oflBce for the term of four years from the 
first Monday of May, in the year last aforesaid, and eight to hold 
office for the term of two years, from the first Monday of May, in 
the year last aforesaid ; and the Governor shall, in ihe manner 
aforesaid, appoint eight Managers every second year thereafter, to 
hold office for four years each. And the Governor shall, in like 
manner, fill all vacancies occurring in said number of sixteen 
Managers, from whatever cause, for the unexpired term or terms. 
And as soon as the Board of Managers, so constituted, shall have 
organized, the terms of office of the Officers and Managers, here- 
tofore appointed, shall cease and determine. 

Election of Officers. 

Sec. 2. The Managers so appointed by the Governor, 
together with the Managers appointed by the county aforesaid, 
shall, within ten days after such appointment by the Governor, 
meet at the principal ofiice of said Institution, and elect for said 
Institution a President, Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treas- 
urer; and the officers so elected shall hold office until the first Mon- 
day of May, in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
seven, atid until their successors are elected andqualified; and there- 
after, the officers last aforesaid, shall hold for the term of two 
years; and the incoming Board of Managers shall hold an election, 
as aforesaid, on the first Monday of May, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy-seven, and the Managers shall hold such election 
on the first Monday of May every second year thereafter. 

Control. 

Sec. 3. No person shall hereafter become entitled to Mem- 
bership hi said corporation, but the same shall be wholly under 
the control of the Commonwealth and counties aforesaid, provided 
that all persons heretofore entitled to Membership, whether annual 
or for life, in said corporation, shall be entitled to retain such 
Membership until the close of the terms thereof, but nothing 
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herein contained shall entitle such members to vote for Managers 
or other officers, and the Managers shall not be required, as here, 
tofore, to annually lay before the contributors a report, but the 
Managers shall annually make and transmit to the Legislature 
and the Board of Public Charities, reports of the same nature as 
heretofore required by law, and a meeting of the Managers for 
such purpose shall be held on the second Monday of October of 
every year, instead of the first Monday of January, as heretofore. 

Property. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers heretofore in charge of said 
Institution, shall deliver to the Managers so to be appointed, all 
property, real and personal, belonging to said Institution, but the 
present Managers shall be entitled first to demand and receive 
such good and sufficient security, as will indemnify them or any 
of them against all claims or demands by reason of any obligation 
or engagement heretofore entered into by them, or any of them 
for, or on account of said Institution, so that none of the Managers 
so bound or held, or their sureties, shall be damaged by said obli- 
gations or engagements. 

Former Acts. 

Sec 5. All former Acts of A.ssembly, orpartsof Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this amendment to the charier of 
said corporation shall hereafter cease to be operative. 

And now, to-wit. May 27, 1876, this foregoing petition and 
proposed amendment to the Charter of the Pennsylvania Reform 
School, presented in open Court, and upon consideration thereof 
by the Court, the Court being of opinion that such alterations and 
amendment to said Charter will be lawful and beneficial, and do 
not conflict with the requirements of the Act to provide for the 
incorporation and regulation of certain corporations, approved 
April 26, 1874, or of the Constitution of this Commonwealth, it 
is ordered that notice of this application, to be given in two news- 
papers of general circulation, printed in the county of Allegheny, 
for three weeks, as provided in said Act of April 29, 1874.

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And now, to- wit, June 24, 1876, it appearing to the Court 
that due proof of publication has been filed, and that the order of 
the Court, made in this matter on the 27th day of May, 1876, has 
been fully complied with, notice of the foregoing application hav- 
ing been given in two newspapers of general circulation, printed 
in the County of Allegheny, for three successive weeks, as provided 
in the Act of April 29, 1873, and no objection having been made 
and no cause having been shown to the contrary, the foregoing 
amendment having been perused and examined by the Court and 
having been found to be in propter form and within the purposes 
named in the first class specified in the second section of the Act 
to provide for the incorporation and regulation of certain corpo-

Making an Appropriation for the Salaries of Officers and Employes 
of the Pennsylvania Reform School, and to Aid in the Erec- 
tion of New Buildings and the Insurance on Buildings, 

Sbction I . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the sum of seventeen thousand ($17,000) dollars is 
hereby appropriated for the payment of salaries of oflBcers and 
employes of the Pennsylvania Reform School for the -next year. 

Also the sum of fifteen hundred dollars for insurance on build- 
ings belonging thereto. 

And the further sum of one hundred and fifty thousand (^150,- 
000) dollars to aid for the completion of the new buildings at 
Morganza Station, Chartiers Valley Railroad^ in Washington 
county, Pennsylvania. 

The sum appropriated for the completion of the new buildings 
to be payable in eight equal payments, on the fifteenth day of 
July, October, January and April of each year, until the whole 
sum is paid ; all other sums hereby appropriated to be payable in 
quarterly payments, on the fifteenth day of July and October^ 
Anno Domini, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-six, and 
on the fifteenth day of January and April, Anno Domini, one 
thousand eij^ht hundred and seventy -seven. 

The State Treasurer shall not pay any of the sums hereby 
appropriated, until the Board of Public Charities shall certify to 
him that the Charter of said Pennsylvania Reform School has been 
amended by the Court or Courts having jurisdiction, in such man- 
ner as to vest in the Governor by and with consent of the Senate, 
the .sole power to appoitit all Managers of said Institution, except- 
ing such Managers as are now appointed by the counties that 
have contributed to the Institution under the provisions of the 
Act for the establishment of the House of Refuge for the West- 
ern District of Pennsylvania, approved March fifteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one; the appointments made by

require, the Attorney-General may, and is hereby authorized to 
cancel said mortgages to be given on the Allegheny City property 
and receive, in lieu thereof, a mortgage, not less in amount than 
the original, on the real estate of said Reform School, situate at 
Morganza Station, Chartiers Valley Railroad, in Washington 
County, Pennsylvania. And provided further , That the inmates 
of said institution shall have the right to receive religious instruction 
from ministers of any denomination , or belief, without any obstruction 
or interference whatever.

Sbction I. Be it enacted, etc.. That if auy person shall aid 
or assist an inmate, lawfully ccinimitted or detained in any of the 
charitable, penal or other Institutions of this Commonwealth, 
which are maintained wholly or in part by appropriations from 
the State Treasury, to make his escape therefrom, although no 
escape be actually made, or if any person shall convey or cause 
to be delivered to such inmate any disguise, clothes, instruments 
or arms proper to facilitate the escape of such inmate, with the 
purpose of aiding or effecting such escape, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be sentenced to pay the costs of 
prosecution, and a fine not excetding fifty dollars, and to undergo 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding three months, 
either or both, at the discretion of the court.

Dejinmg the Potversof the Several Courts of Quarter Sessions of the 
Peace Within this Commonwealth with Reference to the Care, 
Treatment and Control of Dependent, Neglected, Incorrigible, 
and Delinquent Children Under the Age of Sixteen Years, and 
Providing for the Means in Which Such Power May be Exer- 
cised. 

WHBRfiAS, The welfare of the State demands that children 
should be guarded from association and contact with crime and 
criminals, and the ordinary process of the criminal law does not 
provide such treatment and care and moral encouragement as are 
essentia] to all children in the formative period of life, but 
endangers the whole future of the child. 

And whereas, Hxp)erience has shown that children lacking 
proper parental care or guardianship are led into courses of life 
which may render them liable to the pains and p)enalties of the 
criminal law of the State, altlibugh in fact, the real interests of 
such child or children requires that they be not incarcerated in 
penitentiaries and jails as members of the criminal class, but be 
subjected to a wise care, treatment and control that their evil 
tendencies may be checked, and their better instincts may be 
strengthened. 

And whereas. To that end it is important that the power of 
the courts in respect to the care, treatment and control over 
dependent, neglected, delinquent and incorrigible children should 
be clearly distinguished from the powers exercised in the admin- 
istration of the criminal law.

Section i. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met and it is hereby enacted by authority of the same, 
That the Courts of Quarter Session of the Peace within the 
several counties of this Commonwealth shall have and possess 
full jurisdiction in all proceedings which may be brought before 
them affecting the treatment and control of dependent, neglected, 
incorrigible and delinquent children under the age of sixteen 
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years, and for the purpose of this act the words *'dependem 
child" and **neglected child" shall mean any .child who is des- 
titute, homeless, abandoned or dependent upon the public foT 
support, or who has not proper parental care or guardianship. 
The words ** incorrigible children*' shall mean any child charged 
by its parents or guardian with being unmanageable. The words 
^'delinquent child" shall mean any child, including such as have 
heretofore been designated * incorrigible children" who may be 
charged with the violation of any law of this Commonw^ealth or 
the ordinance of any city, borough or township. 

The powers of the Court of Quarter Sessions of the Peace 
as provided for in this act may be exercised by any one or more 
Judges of such court who may be assigned for the purpose at a 
session of said court, which shall be known as the Juvenile Court, 
and all sessions of such Juvenile Court shall be held separate and 
apart from any session of the court held for the purpose of its 
general criminal or other business, and the records of the proceed- 
ings of such Juvenile Court shall be kept in a docket separate from 
all other proceedings of said court.

(i.) Upon the petition of any citizen resident of the county, 
setting forth that a child is neglected, dependent or delinquent, 
and is in need of the care and protection of the court. 

(2.) Whenever any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace in 
committing a child arrested for an indictable offence, shall 
certify that in his opinion the good of the child and the inleresis 
of the State do not require a prosecution upon an indictment 
under the criminal laws of the Commonwealth. 

(3.) Whenever after return made by a Magistrate of the 
proceedings upon the arrest of such delinquent child for an 
iiidictiible offence, the District Attorney of the county, either 
before or after the indictment, shall certify that in his opinion the 
good of the child and the interests of the State do not require a 
prosecution upon an indictment under the criminal laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

(4.) Whenever upon the trial of any indictment of such 
delinquent child, the Judge trying the case is of opinion that the 
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good of the child and the interests of the State do not require a 
conviction under the criminal laws of this Commonwealth. 

Upon the filing of any petition as above set forth or when- 
ever the jurisdiction of the court has attached by the filing of a 
certificate of a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, or of the 
District Attorney, or by the action of a Judge as above set forth, 
it shall be within the pbwer of the Judge holding said Juvenile 
Court to make all necessary orders for compelling the production 
of such child and the attendance of the parents and all persons 
having the custody or control of the child or with whom the

discharge shall be kept in the Juvenile Court docket. 

Sec. 5. In any case where the court shall award a dependent 
child to the care of any association or individual in accordance 
with the provisions of this act, the child shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, become a ward and be subject to the guardianship of 
the association or individual to whose care it is committed. Such 
association or individual shall have authority to place such child 
in a family home with or without indenture, and may be made 
party to any proceeding for the legal adoption of the child, and 
ma> by its or his attorney or agent, appear in any court where 
such proceedings are pending and assent to such adoption. And 
such assent shall be sufficient to authorize the court to enter the 
proper order or decree of adoption. Such guardianship shall not 
include the guardianship cff any estate of the child.

Providing for the Appointment of Boards of Msitation for Institu- 
tions, Societies and Associations Caring fat Depmdent, 
Neglected, and Delinquent Children. 

Section i. Be it enacted, etc., that it shall be the duty 
oi the Court of Common Pleas in each county within the Com- 
monwealth to appoint a board, consisting of six ormore reputable 
citizens, who shall serve without compensation, to constitute a 
Board of Visitation, whose duty it shall be to visit as often as 
once a year all institutions, societies and associations into whose 
care and custody clependent, neglected or delinquent children 
shall be coinniitted under the provisions of the laws of this 
Commonwealth. Said visit shall be made bv not less than two 
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of the members of the board, who shall go together, and make a 
joint report. The said Board of Visitation shall make report to 
the court, from time to time, of the treatment the children receive 
by or in charge of such institutions, societies and associations, 
and shall make an annual report to the Board of Public Charities 
in such form as the board may prescribe. The said Board of 
Visitation shall be entitled to receive from the county in which 
they shall be appointed, such sum or sums of money for actual 
and necessary expenses as may be approved by the Board of 
County Commissioners.

AN ACT 

Relating to Institutions, Associatiojis and Soa'eties Having the 
Care of Delinquent^ Neglected or Dependent Children. 

Section i. Be it enacted, etc., That the institutions, asso- 
ciations and societies, into whose care the custody of delinquent, 
neglected or dependent children may be committed by order of 
the courts of this Commonwealth, .shall be subject to the .same 
visitations, inspections and supervisions of the Board of Public 
Charities as the public charitable institutions of this State and 
the courts of Common Pleas of this Commonwealth may require 
such information and statistics from such institutions. as.socia- 
tions or societies as said Judges deem necessary in order to enable 
them to exercise a wise discretion in dealing with children. 
Every such institution, association or society shall file with the 
Board of Public Charities an annual written or printed report. 
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which shall contain a statement of the number of children 
cared for during the year, the number received, the number 
placed in homes, the number died, the number returned to 
friends: also, a financial statement showing the receipts and 
disbursements of such institutions, associations or societies. The 
statement of receipts shall indicnte the amount received from 
public funds, the amount received from donations, and the 
amount received from other sources, specifying the several 
sources. The statement of disbursements .shall show the amount 
exf>ended for salaries and other expenses, specifying the same ; 
the amount expended for lands, buildings and investments. The 
secretary of the Board of Public Charities shall furnish to each 
of the said Courts of Common Pleas a list of .such institutions, 
as.sociations and societies filing such annual reports, and no child 
shall be committed to the care of any such institution, ass<^ia- 
tion or society which shall not have filed a report, for the fiscal 
year last preceding, with the Board of Public Charities.

To the Governor, the Legislature, and the Board of Public Chari- 
ties of the State of Pennsvlvania: 

The Board of Managers of the Pennsylvania Reform School 
herewith submits for your consideration its report of the two 
years last past. 

This period, ending August 31st, 1908, has been one of 
unusual activity in the affairs of this school. The legislature 
in session January, 1906, made, through its committee, a careful 
inspection of the needs of the institution. That fact, together 
with the recommendations of the State Board of Charities, en- 
abled us to secure an appropriation, somewhat at least, approxi- 
mating our needs. It was, to all friends of the institution, espec- 
ially gratifying to know that money for two new cottages and 
for a gymnasium had l^een appropriated. These improvements, 
long sought, were badly needed and work on them is being 
rapidly pushed to completion. 

lender the name of the "House of Refuge," this institution 
was incorporated by an act of the legislature approved April 22d, 
1850, being opened on the congregate plan December 13th, 1854. 
Its location was on the site now occupied b>' the Western 
Penitentiary, in what was formerly the Ninth Ward, Allegheny. 
F^or .some years, this plan worked very well indeed, but eventu- 
ally the school outgrew its surroundings. It was then that 
the managers l)egan to bestow some thought upon removing 
to a new location, where more ground could be purchased and the 
freedom of the country enjoyed by the pupils. This naturally 
re(iuired much delil)eration, with a somewhat exhaustive study 
of like in.stitutions elsewhere. It was finallv decided to rebuild 
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on a plan similar to that adopted in European countries, where 
advanced thought along educational lines had reached to the 
juvenile delinquent problem and for that day, solved it in a 
satisfactory manner. Consequently, out of the discussion and 
the work incident thereto, arose the institution of the present 
day, as in December, 1876, in its entirety, the school was re- 
moved from Allegheny to the present site at Morganza. 

More than thirty years have elapsed since that date and 
again does this school find itself, in so far as buildings are con- 
cerned, very much of a back number. This has stirred the man- 
agement to great activity and the liberality of the last legislature 
has enabled it to make progress along modern lines. Exhaustive 
study of the question of juvenile delinquency, as well as the 
equipment for handling boys and girls of the delinquent class, 
has been made. This has convinced the Board of Managers, 
beyond the question of doubt, of the necessity of another change 
in the method of housing these children. The present buildings 
for boys are three stories in height, with a basement of eight feet. 
These buildings do not much resemble a home and are in bad 
condition in many ways, expensive temporary repairs being con- 
stantly required. The large administration building, besides 
containing the offices, kitchens, store-room, and chapel, houses 
two families of boys, ranging in age from twelve to seventeen, 
and in numbers from 50 to 60. This building in no wise resem- 
bles a home. It is therefore more of a prison than anything else. 
In bad repair, it is in all ways unsuitable for the purpose for which 
it was intended, and according to modern standards has outlived 
its usefulness. It should be replaced by a proper administration 
building, chapel, and above all, a kitchen of good size and modern 
in equipment. 

After several months of patient work, the Board finally 
adopted a group plan for what is in reality a new institution. 
This new institution shoukl be ])uilt along lines sanctioned by 
the best thinkers on these subjects. The cottage plan, with 
small families, has been tried in many States and pronounced 
to be practically perfect in its workings. To supply the care, 
affection and general comfort demanded by all children — ^this on

a plan approximating the real home idea — to administer to their 
wants individually and in general to supply the place of parents 
or guardians, seems to be the only sane method of handling 
children of the type which comes to us. This can be done well 
only in small families. If the object of the State, therefore, is to 
ultimately turn out a real citizen, it would seem unwise to employ 
any but the very best methods. In at least one progressive 
State a farm of twelve hundred acres is divided into smaller farms 
of about forty acres each and this turned over to a family of 
about thirty boys, with their proper officers and caretakers. This 
makes the cottages far removed from each other, and the wisdom 
of the plan can only be determined by the results of future de- 
velopments. The cost of administration is, for one thing, much 
greater than in our case — I think from 25 to 35 per cent. It is 
doubtful if the other extreme from our condition has not been 
reached in this instance. Be that, however, as it may, the plan 
has many good points. 

In our case it is not deemed necessary to adopt any such 
scheme. We need new cottages and want them to be separated 
far enough for each to have a playground, garden and room 
for flowers, all to be tended by the residents of the building. 
Sufficient individuality may in this way be developed. The boys 
then, who are fitted for shop work, wall not be needed for 
farm work at the cottage, and may be trained along the lines best 
suited to their attainments in a natural w-av. 

Double-deck beds, used always here in the boys' department, 
have no place in a modern dormitory and for ethical reasons, 
should be as soon as possible and forever abolished . Fortunately 
it has never been found necessary to use any but single beds in 
the girls' department, though the crowding there has given the 
management much concern. 

Of the two cottages now in course of erection, one is to 
be used for boys, the other for girls. Plans to be seen on another 
page, will show these buildings to be complete in every detail. 

Special reference is made herewith to the attached map show- 
ing grounds and plans for the institution as it will be, when 
completed under the recently adopted plans. 
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The boys of the school have done a vast amount of work 
within the past two years, forming thereby habits of industry' and 
learning, at the same time, useful trades. It is, therefore, with 
pride that the management refers to the good accomplished during 
this biennial period, and invites inspection of every department 
of the institution. It is our aim to place the school at Morganza 
at the head of the list, in its class of institutions, in the United 
States. 

Forty-two cases of typhoid fever developed during the sum- 
mer of 1908, one of them terminating fatally. With the improve- 
ments under way and contemplated, the sanitary conditions 
ought to be such that trouble from this source in the future will 
be reduced to a minimum. 

We hope that the appropriations asked for through the State 
Board of Charities will all be granted, as our needs are indeed 
urgent.

THE INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT. 



The Industrial Department of this institution contains many 
features found in no other school for delinquents in this country, 
lu fact, many of the best schools have little or no equipment along 
industrial lines, depending largely upon the agricultural feature to 
supply this training, which every institution boy needs. In all 
departments of this section of the school, good work has been 
done during the past two years. 

In telegraphy, stenography and typewriting excellent results 
have been obtained. Many boys from this department have gone 
into good business positions and are doing well. During the 
visit two years ago of the Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
Senator Kline dictated a long letter, at the rate of one hundred 
words per minute, which was taken accurately by several boys 
and a copy mailed to the Governor. That official sent a very 
gracious reply to Senator Kline, who in turn sent it to the 
boys. 

In the bricklaying department, which also includes instruc- 
tion in concreting, much practical work has been done. All of 
the repair work to the buildings, as well as assistance given 
in razing the old house formerly used as part of the girls' 
school, has been done by the boys of this class. A large 
amount of concreting on the new water dam, neatly and properly 
done, was a feature of their work during the summer of 1908. 
Some fine bricklayers have been turned out during the biennial 
period. 

The blacksmithing department, during this period, has been 
completely overhauled and considerable new machinery placed 
therein, which has added greatly to the comfort and convenience 
of this school, as well as facilitating all of its work. The boys 
are taught to be practical horseshoers, besides being able to do 
almost any work that would come to any shop in the country or 
city. Special niention should here be made of a large amount of 
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playground apparatus and park benches which have been turned 
out during the past year. The boys have shown great ability and 
much skill. 

The mechanical and architectural drawing, wood working, 
turning, etc., is, we believe, superior to any department of its 
kind in any like institution in the country. In this department 
there is fine equipment. The boys are taught to finish any 
piece of work which they start, usually without help from any 
other student of the class. This work is carried on much the 
same as any first-class department of the kind in the public 
schools. The work of this class exhibited at the Western 
Pennsylvania Exposition at Pittsburg, during the autumn of 
1908, attracted widespread attention, and was commented upon 
most favorably. During the last days of the exposition, crowds 
surrounded the booth containing the exhibit from the different 
departments of the institution. 

The printing office has turned out a great deal of fine work, 
which is equal, and in many cases superior to that which comes 
from the best job offices. The boys of this class take a deep 
interest in their work and have upon release gone directly into 
the good shops of the country. 

In the school of domestic science, conducted in the depart- 
ment for girls, much good work has been done. It is designed 
that every girl shall take the course in domestic science at least 
twice during her stay in the institution. Many of them have 
become expert cooks and have left the school to take good posi- 
tions in private homes and elsewhere.

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STENOGRAPHY, TYPEWRITING AND TELEGRAPHY. 



(a) The student is trained in the fundamental principles 
of shorthand, as set forth in the Manual of Phonography, by 
Benn Pitman. A period each day is devoted to spelling, pronun- 
ciation, and composition. 

When the student h&s mastered the Manual of Phonography, 
he is transferred to grade two. Here he takes up the study of 
the more advanced work in shorthand. In this grade the student 
begins to transcribe his notes, taken from dictation; he also is 
advanced in the touch system of typewriting. 

Grade three is the graduating department. All transcripts 
are carefully examined and critically marked as to spelling, 
punctuation, grammatical construction, and fidelity to copy dic- 
tated, and are then returned to the student for correction. Ap- 
proval by instructor is withheld until a substantially perfect copy 
is submitted. 

(6) The typewriting instruction in this grade includes lead- 
ing the student to gradually take his eyes from the keyboard 
until he can with ease operate the typewriter, at the same time 
keeping his eyes upon his notes instead of looking at the keys, 
which he is fingering. 

(c) In the primary department of telegraphy, beginners are 
taught the alphabet of the Morse code, after which they are 
placed at a table containing a telegraph key and sounder, con- 
nected with a battery, where they practice until they are able to 
receive and transmit the letters of the Morse alphabet correctly. 
Here they are kept until a speed of ten words per minute is 
attained. In the intermediate department practice is given until 
the speed of transmitting and receiving becomes greater, and the 
student is made familiar with train orders 31 and 19, railroad 
messages, train sheets, train schedules, standard rules governing 
movements of trains, signals, block signals, definitions of tech- 
nical terms used in railroad and commercial telegraphy and com- 
mercial telegraph bookkeeping. 

When the student has become proficient in transmitting and 
receiving, and has mastered rules and definitions in intermediate 
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grade of work, he is transferred to the advanced class or graduat- 
ing department; there actual train orders are sent and copied. 
Here all the practice of a regular operator is taught. 

PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 

In this department classes are taught in the following 
branches of the trade: Typesetting, book and job; Presswork 
and Bookbinding. 

Courses of Instruction. 

1. Learning the cases, distribution, cleaning and taking 
proper care of press and rollers. 

2. Setting straight type, such as book and pamphlet work. 

3. Setting job type for construction of letter-heads, bill- 
heads, programs, business cards, menus and blanks. 

4. Tabular matter and all kinds of rule work. 

5. Press and color work. 

6. Bookbinding and padding. 

MECHANICAL DRAWING. 

Thirty-four boys divided into two classes of seventeen each are 
taught Mechanical Drawing. Each boy is provided with a set of 
Drawing Tools, consisting of Pen and Pencil Compasses, Dividers, 
Ruling Pen, Tee Square, Triangles, Draughtsman's Scale, Pen, 
Pencil, etc. The use of these tools he is taught and is required 
to keep in working order. The course of instruction consists of 
thirty-six exercises and includes the following subjects: Plain 
Geometrical Figures, Projection of Solid Geometrical Figures, 
Developments of Surfaces, Screw Threads and Standard Bolts, 
Working Drawings of Bolts, Wrenches. Pipe Fittings, Valves 
and various parts of machines in use about the shops. 

WOOD WORKING. 

In this subject thirty-four boys receive instruction. They are 
divided into two classes of seventeen each. Every boy has his 



r 
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own set of tools for which he is responsible and must keep in 
working order. The shop is equipped with a combination rip 
and crosscut saw, band saw, planer, lathes, scroll saws and grind- 
stone. The course is arranged to include not only bench work, 
but practice on all the machines in the shop. It consists of 
twenty exercises arranged as follows:

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



Pennsylvania Reform School, 

MoRGANZA, Pa., August 31, 1908, 

To the Board of Managers of the Pennsylvania Reform School: 

Gentlemen: The institution, in the past twenty-three 
months, has been visited by two epidemics of typhoid fever. 
Six cases developed in the summer of 1907, only two being other 
than mild, in form. One of these cases- proved fatal. In the 
summer of 1908, forty cases, in all, were sent to the hospital, none 
of them being of a virulent type. Every attention possible was 
given to those afflicted, with the result that but one death 
occurred. 

The management of the institution and the State Board of 
Health took vigorous steps to determine the cause of the infection; 
representatives of the Health Department, by direction of the 
Commissioner and the Chief Engineer, being especially persistent 
in trying to locate the trouble. Every evidence points to the fact 
that the contamination came from a spring situated on the grounds 
and contiguous to and below the 15-inch sewer main. This main 
was found to be leaky and cracked throughout the entire length 
of that which was uncovered, both for inspection and in excavat- 
ing for a new cottage. At one or two places in the excavation 
referred to, the sewer, when the earth was removed from either 
side, fell apart. The formation between the nearest point of the 
spring and the sewer is of a porous nature. 

I hope the Commissioner of Health will bear in mind the 
condition of these sewers and suggest such remedy as may be 
deemed proper and wise. 

A.side from these epidemics the health has been as good as 
usual, and we have had only to contend with the many illnesses 
which may be expected, among young boys and girls. 

During this time there were treated in the hospital forty-six 

cases of typhoid fever, thirty-three cases of bilious fever, sixty- 

42 
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three cases of congested liver, twenty-eight cases of tonsilitis, 
forty-nine cases of skin eruption, fourteen cases of grip, twelve 
cases of mumps, fifteen cases of ivy poison, nine cases of con- 
junctivitis, eleven cases of scrofula, six cases of bronchitis, six 
cases of orchitis, six cases of cystitis, four cases of rheumatism, 
three cases of fungus growth, three cases of tuberculosis, three 
cases of amputation of finger, two cases of fistula, two cases of 
gonorrhoea, one case of dropsy, one case of epilepsy, one case of 
frosted hands, one case of synovitis of the knee joint, one case of 
pleuro pneumonia, one case of nephritis, one case of pneumonia, 
one case of dislocation of the shoulder, and one hundred and 
twenty minor cases, such as colds, sprains, burns, abscesses, etc., 
making a total of four hundred and forty-five cases. Of this 
number, six cases proved fatal, two died of typhoid fever, one 
of typhoid pneumonia, one of synovitis, one of pneumonia, and 
one of nephritis.

(Late House of Refuge of Western Penna.) 



AN ACT 

To Incorporate an Association for the Establishment of a House of 

Refuge of Western Penfisylvaina. 

S3CTIOX 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That all such persons as shall become subscribers to an 
association, in the manner hereinafter provided, shall be a corpo- 
ration and body politic in law, by the name, style and title of the 
"^"^ House of Refuge of Western Pennsytvania,'' and by that name, 
style and title shall have perpetual succession, with the power to 
have a common seal, and to chatige the same at pleasure; to estab- 
lish, erect and manage the House of Refuge, in the County of 
Allegheny, and to make contracts relative to same; to sue and be 
sued, and by that name and title be capable in law of purchasing, 
holding and conveying any estate, real or personal, for the use of 
said corporation; and to establish by-laws and orders for the 
regulation of the Institution and preservation and application of 
the funds thereof ; Provided ^ The same be not repugnant to the 
Constitution and law of the United States, or of this Common- 
wealth . 

Sec. 2. That every person that shall subscribe to the articles 

of such Association, and pay to the funds of the Institution the 

sum of fifty dollars, or ten dollars annually for the term of six 

years, shall be a member for life ; and every person paying the sum 
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of two dollars annually, shall be a member while he continues to 
contribute the said sum ; such payment to be made at the time and 
in the manner to be prescribed by the by-laws of the said Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec. 3. That the estates and concerns of the Association 
shall be conducted by the following officers, to-wit: a President, a 
Vice-President, a Treasurer, a Secretary and twelve Man£igers, of 
whom five shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness, "who shall appoint, from their own body, a Chairman and 
Secretary, and prescribe the duty of each ; that the members of 
the said Association shall meet within thirty days after five thou- 
sand dollars shall have been subscribed for the purpose provided 
by the Act, and on the first Monday of January, annually, there- 
after, at such place within the County of Allegheny, as the Board 
of Managers may, from time to time, appoint, and of which the 
President, or in case of his absence or refusal to give the same, the 
Vice-President, or any member of said Association , shall give notice 
in at least two of the daily papers published in the city of Pitts- 
burg, and elect, by a plurality of votes, the aforesaid officers; 
and whenever any vacancy shall occur by death, resignation or 
otherwise, the same shall be filled for the remainder of the year by 
such person (being a subscriber to the articles qf the Association) 
as the Board of Managers, for the time being, or a majority of them » 
shall appoint ; Provided, That the notice of the first election may 
be given by a committee of the contributors appointed for that 
purpose. 

Sec. 4. That if the annual election shall not take place on 
the day appointed for that purpose, the said corporation shall not 
therefore be dissolved, but the members of the said Board shall 
continue in office, until a new election, which shall be had at such 
time and place, and after such notice as the said Board shall pre- 
scribe : and in case of any equality for votes of any one or more 
persons, the said Board shall determine which of such persons 
.shall be considered as elected. 

Sec. 5. That the Board of Managers shall provide a suitable 
building as a House of Refuge, in the city of Pittsburg, or County 
of Allegheny, and establish such regulations respecting the religion 
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and moral education, training, employment, discipline, and self- 
keeping of its inhabitants as may be deemed expedient and 
proper. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be lawful for the Board of Managers, 
of said House of Refuge, at their discretion, to receive into their 
care and guardianship, infants, male, under the age of twenty-one 
years, and females under the age of twenty-one years, committed 
to their custody in either of the following modes, to- wit: 

1 . Infants committed by an alderman or justice of the peace 
on the complaint and due proof made thereof, by the parents, 
guardian, or next friend of said infant, that by reason of incor- 
rigible or vicious conduct, such infant has rendered his or her 
control beyond the power of parent, guardian, or next friend, 
and made it manifestly requisite that, from the regard of morals 
and future welfare of such infant, he or she should be placed 
under the guardianship of the Managers of the said House of 
Refuge. 

2. Infants committed by the authority aforesaid where com- 
plaint and due proof have been made that such infant is a proper 
subject for the guardianship of the Managers of said House of Re- 
fuge, in consequence of vagrancy, or of incorrigible or vicious 
conduct, and that from moral depravity, or otherwise, of the parent 
or guardian, or next friend, is incapable or unwilling to exercise 
the proper care and discipline over such incorrigible or vicious 
infant. 

3. Infants who shall be taken or committed as vagrants, or, 
upon any criminal charge, or duly convicted of criminal offences 
as may, in the judgment of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, or 
of the Court of Quarter Sessions of the peace, of any county 
within the Western District ; and the said Managers shall have 
power to place the said children committed to their care during 
their minority, at such employment, and cause them to be 
instructed in such branches of useful knowledge as may be suitable 
to their years and capacity; and they shall have power at their 
discretion, to bind out the said children, with their consent, as 
apprentices during their minority, to such persons, and at such 
places, to learn such proper trades and employments as, in their 
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judgment, will be the most conducive to their reformation and 
amendment, and will tend to the future benefit and advantages of 
such children. 

Sec. 7. That it shall be the duty of any alderman or justice 
aforesaid, committing a vagrant or incorrigible or vicious infant, 
as aforesaid, in addition to the adjudication required by the Sixth 
Section of this Act, to annex to this commitment the name and 
residence of the different witnesses examined before him and the 
substance of the testimony given by them, respectively, on which 
the said adjudication was founded. 

Sec. 8. That it shall be the duty of the President Judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas, and the Judge of the District Court 
of Allegheny County, alternately, in such manner as may be 
arranged between them, at a joint meeting for that purpose, from 
time to time held, to visit the House of Refuge at least once in 
two weeks, or oftener if to such Judges it shall seem requisite; 
and it shall be the duty of the Judges so visiting the House of 
Refuge, carefully to examlrie hi to all the commitments to said 
House of Refuge, made by the aldermen or justices, aforesaid, 
that have not been adjudged upon by one of the said Judges, in 
the manner hereinafter directed, which commitments it shall be 
the duty of the Managers truly and correctly to lay before said 
Judge ; and on such examination such Judge shall have produced 
before him, by the Managers aforesaid, their superintendent or 
agent, the infant or infants described in such commitment, and 
the testimony on which he or she shall have been adjudged a fit 
subject for the guardianship of the said Managers, or on which 
he or she shall be claimed to be held as such ; and if, after exam- 
ining the infant and said testimony, the said Judge shall be of 
opinion that, according to the laws of this Commonwealth, regu- 
lating the control of infants, a case has been established, which in 
his opinion would, according to law, authorize the transfer of the 
parental authority over such infant to the Managers of the said 
House of Refuge, then, in that case, it shall be the duty of said 
Judge to indorse an order on the commitment of the alderman or 
justice, or direct the infant to be continued under the guardian- 
ship of said Managers, after which it shall be lawful for said Man- 
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agers to exercise over all such infants the power and authorities 
given them by this Act. But if the said Judge shall be of opinion 
that such case has not been made out, he shall order such infant 
to be forthwith discharged, which order shall be obeyed by the 
Managers, under the pains and the penalties provided by law 
against wrongful imprisonment ; Provided, That it shall be the 
duty of said Judge, at the request of said infant, or any person 
on his or her behalf, to transfer such hearing to the Court House 
of the Court of which he is a member, in order that the infant 
may have the benefit of counsel and compulsory process to obtain 
witnesses in his or her behalf, which such Judge is authorized to 
award as fully and amply as any Judge or Court could do on the 
hearing of a writ of habeas corpus: And provided also , That nothing 
in this Act shall be construed to interfere with the provision of an 
Act for the better securing of personal liberty and preventing 
unlawful imprisonment, passed the eighteenth day of February, 
one thousand seven hundred and eighty-five. 

Sec. 9. That said Managers may, from time to time, make 
by-laws, ordinances and regulations relative to the management, 
government, instruction, discipline, employment and disposition 
of said children while in the House of Refuge ( not contrary to 
law), as they may deem proper; and may appoint such officers, 
agents and servants as they may deem necessary to transact the 
business of said corporation, and may designate their duties. 
And further, that said Managers shall, annually, lay before the 
contributors, on the first Monday of January, and transmit to the 
Legislature a report, setting forth the number of children received 
into said House of Refuge, tlie disposition which shall be made of 
them by instructing or employing them in said House of Refuge or 
by binding them out as apprentices ; the receipts and expenditures 
of said Managers, and generally all such facts and particulars as 
may tend to exhibit the effects, whether beneficial or otherwise, 
of the said Association ; and the right is hereby reserved to the 
Legislature to alter, amend or repeal this Act. 

Sec. 10. That the children received by said Managers, 
under the conviction of any Court within the said Western 
District, shall be clothed, maintained and instructed bv the said 
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Managers, at the public expense of the proper county from which 
they come ; and the accounts of said children shall be kept by the 
said Managers in the same manner that the accounts of convicts 
in the penitentiaries are now directed to be kept by the Inspectors 
thereof. 

Sec. 11. That the grounds and buildings erected thereon, 
for the use and objects of the said Association, shall be exempt 
from taxation. 

Sec. 12. That the sum of twenty thousand dollars be, and 
the same is hereby, appropriated to aid in the purchase of the 
grounds and the erection of buildings for the use and objects of 
said Association, the said sum to be paid by the State Treasurer, 
on warrants of the Governor, to be drawn when he shall be satis- 
fied that an equal amount has been bonna fide subscribed by other 
responsible parties, and warrants shall only be drawn for amounts 
equal to aggregate payment made, from time to time, by such 
other contributors.

A SUPPLEMENT 

To a?i Act /or the Establishment of a Hotise of Refuge in Western 

Pennsylvania, Passed April 22, 1850, 

• 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, That the several counties embraced within the Western 
Judicial District of the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania be, and 
they are hereby, authorized to subscribe — the County of Allegheny 
not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, and the several others of 
said counties not exceeding ten thousand dollars — to the erection 
of a House of Refuge for Western Pennsylvania, under the provi- 
sions of the Act to which this is a supplement, and to negotiate 
loans for the payment of such subscription, and issue bonds there- 
for, in amounts not less than one hundred dollars, and bearing 
interest at not more than six per cent, per annum, which shall be 
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exempt from every si)ecies of taxation ; Provided, That if it shall 
be necessary to dispose of any bonds issued, as aforesaid, below 
their par value, the same shall not be deemed usurious; but such 
loans shall be taken to be lawful and valid. 

Sec. 2. That each of said counties subscribing to said House 
of Refuge shall be entitled to appoint, by their county commis- 
sioners, one Manager for every twenty-five hundred dollars sub- 
scribed, which Manager so appointed shall be in addition to the 
Managers authorized to be elected under the provision of the Act 
incorporating said Association. 

Sec. 3. That no person or persons, corporation or body poli- 
tic shall be permitted to open, lay out, or construct any road or 
highway, either public or private, under any pretense whatever, 
or through any ground owned and occupied by said House of 
Refuge, without the consent of the Managers thereof.

A FURTHER SUPPLEMENT 

To the Act Incorporating the House of Refuge for Western Penn- 
sylvania, Passed April 22, 1850, 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the nineteeth section of the Act, to which this is a 
further supplement, shall extend and apply to all children 
received into the House of Refuge of Western Pennsylvania. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be lawful for the Board of Managers 
of said Institution, at their discretion, to retain or bind out female 
infants committed to their care ( who may be sixteen years of age 
at the time they were committed), until they shall reach the age 
of twenty-one years. 

Sec. 3. That so much of the supplement to the Act incorpo- 
rating said Institution, passed March sixteenth, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty- four, as limits the payment of the appro- 
priation therein to annual payments of. five thousand dollars each, 
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be, and the same is hereby repealed, and the State Treasurer is 
hereby authorized to pay the whole amount undrawn, of said 
appropriation, out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated.

AN ACT 

Establishing Fees for Commitments to House of Refuge. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the fees upon the commitments by aldermen or justices 
of the peace, to any House of Refuge within this State, shall be 
as follows, to-wit : To any^ constable or officers for arresting the 
person committed, fifty cerfts; to the alderman or justice of the 
peace directing the commitment, fifty cents ; to the constable or 
other officer delivering the perspg cpmmitted, pursuant to such 
commitment at the proper House of Refuge, one dollar with mile- 
age at the rate five cents circular for distance traveled, said fees 
and mileage to be paid by the count}- in which the commitment is 
made; Provided, That no allowance for mileage shall be made 
unless the distance traveled shall exceed seven circular miles. 



EXTRACT FROM ACT No. 261, 

. Ipproved April 16, 1857, 

That the Act for the establishment of a House of Refuge for 
Western Pennsylvania is hereby so amended as to include in the 
enactment and provisions therein made, also such children received 
by the Managers of the said House of Refuge, as may be convicted 
or committed heretofore, agreeable to the provisions of the charter 
thereof, by any ma^-or, alderman or justice of the peace, within 
the said Western District ; and further, that the mayor of any 
city within the said Western District shall have like authority 
with that given to aldermen and justices of the peace, to commit 
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to the custody of the Managers of the House of Refuge, and that 
any commitment made heretofore by any mayor of any such city, 
is hereby legalized and made good.

Relative to the House of Refuge in Philadelphia and Allegheny 

CountieSy No. 509, 

Be it. enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General Assembly met, 
and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same. That the 
Board of Managers of the House of Refuge, for the reformation 
of juvenile delinquents" in Philadelphia and Allegheny Counties, 
are hereby respectively authorized, whenever they deem it for the 
interests of any white inmate, duly committed to their custody, to 
bind or indenture such white inmate, to service^ during his or her 
minority, although the party to whom the indenture may be made 
may be a citizen of one of the United States other than this Com- 
monwealth ; Provided, That no such indenture to serve out of this 
Commonwealth shall be made without the consent first given of 
said white inmate. 

Approved May 12, 1857. 



SUPPLEMENT 

To the Act Incorporating the House of Refuge of Western Penn- 
sylvania, Approved April 22, 1850. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That from and after the passage of this Act, all persons com- 
mitted to the Western House of Refuge, shall be allowed in all 
cases of sickness, spiritual advice and spiritual ministration from 
any recognized clergyman of the denomination to which the said 
inmate may belong, such advice and ministration to be obtained 
within sight of the person or persons having such inmate in 
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charge ; but if the person or persons seeking such, desire religious 
consolation, outside of hearing of any officer of said Institution, 
they, in that instance, shall not be debarred by any rule of said 
House of Refuge.

Whereas, The location of the House of Refuge of Western 
Pennsylvania, made over twenty years since, has now been 
included within the corporate limits of Allegheny City, and dwell- 
ing houses and manufacturing establishments are crowding in 
around it, so as to render it an unsuitable site for a school of re- 
form ; 

Therefore, Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That the Managers of said House of Refuge are hereby authorized 
to sell at public or private sale, the estate and buildings occupied 
thereby, located in the Ninth Ward of the City of Allegheny, and 
Allegheny County, under the corporate seal, attested by its Pres- 
ident and Secretary, and to invest the proceeds of such sales in 
other real estate and buildings, more suitable to such an institu- 
tion, at such point in Wtstern Pennsylvania, not exceeding fifty 
miles from Pittsburg, as such Managers, in their discretion may 
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select, and that the name of the said institution is hereby changed 
to that of the ** Pennsylvania Reform School/* by which name it 
shall assume all the obligations and liabilities, and be entitled to 
all the property rights, powers and privileges heretofore conferred 
upon the House of Refuge of Western Pennsylvania, by its 
charter and the several supplements thereto, and is especially au- 
thorized to execute good deed or deeds for any of the real estate 
now held by it in the Ninth Ward in the City of Allegheny.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, That the contract entered into between the Pennsylvania 
Reform School and Wesley Greer and James Craighead, respec- 
tively, dated the first of November, Anno Domini, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-two, for the purchase and sale of certain 
lands in Washington County for the Pennsylvania Reform School 
be, and the same are hereby ratified and confinned as valid and 
binding in law. 

Sec. 2. That said Pennsylvania Reform School be. and the 
same is hereby authorized to receive deed or deeds from Wesley 
Greer and James Craighead, for the lands described in said con- 
tracts, and execute and deliver to said parties resp)ectively, the 
bonds of said Pennsylvania Reform School, .secured by mortgage 
or mortgages on the lands so purchased , to secure the payment of 
the purchase money, and the remedy for the collection of any 
moneys payable by the terms thereof, shall be the same as if said 
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bonds and mortgages had been executed and delivered by a private 
individual, and there shall be no exemption of said land, or any 
part thereof, or the buildings thereon from levy and sale on said 
mortgage, by reason of their being owned by said corporation, and 
used for public purposes. 

Sec. 3. That the said Pennsylvania Reform School is hereby 
authorized and empowered to issue bonds to the amount, not ex- 
ceeding seventy -five thousand dollars, sealed with the seal of the 
corporation, and signed by the President, and countersigned by 
the Secretary, in sums not less than one hundred dollars each, 
bearing interest not to exceed eight per cent., payable annually, 
and redeemable within five years, or sooner, at the option of the 
Board of Managers of the said corporation, from the date of the 
same, and to secure payment thereof, if they deem it advisable so 
to do, by mortgage on the real estate of said corporation, situate 
in Allegheny County, or on any portion thereof; provided such 
bonds shall be exempt from taxation, except for State purposes.'

AMENDMENTS TO THE CHARTER OF THE CORPO- 
RATION. 

The House of Refuge of Western Pennsylvania, now the 
Pennsylvania Reform School, as required by an Act of Assem- 
bly, approved the 5th day of May, A. D. 1875. 

Managers. 

Section 1 . The Governor of this Commonwealth shall here- 
after, by and wnth the consent of the Senate, have the sole power 
to appoint all Managers of said Institution, excepting such Mana- 
gers as are now appointed by the counties that have contributed to 
the Institution, under the provision of the Act for the establish- 
ment of the House of Refuge for the Western District of Pennsyl- 
vania, approved May fifteenth, one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one. The number of Managers so to be appointed by the 
Governor shall be sixteen, and they shall be appointed within 
twenty days after decree shall have been made by the Court of 
Common Pleas, No. 1 , of Allegheny County, allowing this amend- 
ment, to hold office until the first Mondav of May, A. D. one 
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thousand eight hundred and seventy -seven. During the session 
of the Senate in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
seven, the Governor shall in the manner aforesaid appoint sixteen 
Managers, eight to hold office for the term of four years from the 
first Monday of May, in the year last aforesaid, and eight to hold 
office for the term of two years, from the first Monday of May, in 
the year last aforesaid; and the Governor shall, in the manner 
aforesaid, appoint eight Managers every second year thereafter, to 
hold office for four years each. And the Governor shall, in like 
manner, fill all vacancies occurring in said number of sixteen 
Managers, from whatever cause, for the unexpired term or terms. 
And as soon as the Board of Managers, so constituted, shall have 
organized, the terms of office of the Officers and Managers, here- 
tofore appointed, shall cease and determine. 

Election of Officers. 

Sec. 2. The Managers so appointed by the Governor, to- 
gether with the Managers appointed by the County aforesaid, 
shall, within ten days after such appointment by the Governor, 
meet at the principal office of said Institution, and elect for said 
Institution a President, Vice-President, a Secretary and a Treas- 
urer, and the officers so elected shall hold office until the first Mon- 
day of May, in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
seven, and until their successors are elected and qualified; and 
thereafter, the officers last aforesaid, shall hold for the term of two 
years; and the incoming Board of Managers shall hold an election, 
as aforesaid, on the first Monday of May, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy -seven, and the Managers shall hold such election 
on the first Monday of May every second year thereafter. 

Control. 

Sec. 3. No person shall hereafter become entitled to mem- 
bership in said corporation, but the same shall be wholly under 
the control of the Commonwealth and counties aforesaid, provided 
that all persons heretofore entitled to membership, whether annual 
or for life, in said corporation, shall be entitled to retain such 
membership until the close of the terms thereof, but nothing 
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herein contained shall entitle such members to vote for Managers 
or other officers, and the Managers shall not be required, as here- 
tofore, to annually lay before the contributors a report, but the 
Managers shall annually make and transmit to the Legislature 
and the Board of Public Charities reports of the same nature as 
heretofore required by law, and a meeting of the Managers for 
such purpose shall be held on the second Monday of October of 
every year, instead of the first Monday of January, as heretofore. 

Property. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers heretofore in charge of said 
Institution, shall deliver to the Managers so to be appointed, all 
property, real and personal, belonging to said Institution, but the 
present Managers shall be entitled first to demand and receive 
such good and sufficient security, as wilt indemnify them or any 
of them against all claims or demands by reason of any obligation 
or engagement heretofore entered into by them, or any of them 
for, or on account of said Institution, so that none of the Managers 
so boimd or held, or their sureties, shall be damaged by said obli- 
gations or engagements. 

Former Acts. 

Sec. 5 . All former Acts of Assembly, or parts of Acts incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this amendment to the charter of 
said corporation shall hereafter cease to be operative. 

And now, to-wlt, May 27, 1876, this foregoing petition and 
proposed amendment to the charter of the Pennsylvania Reform 
School, presented in open Court, and upon consideration thereof 
by the Court, the Court being of opinion that such alterations and 
amendment to said charter will be lawful and beneficial, and do 
not conflict with the requirement of the Act to provide for the 
incorix>ration and regulation of certain corporations, approved 
April 26, 1874,' or of the Constitution of this Commonwealth, it 
is ordered that notice of this application, to be given in two news- 
papers of general circulation printed in the county of Allegheny, 
for three weeks, as provided in said Act of April 29, 1874.

Making an Appropriation for the Salaries of Officers and Employes 
of the Pennsylvania Reform Schoot, and to Aid in the Erec- 
tion of New Buildijigs aiui the Insurance on Buildings, 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same, tl)at the sum of seventeen thousand ($17,000) dollars is 
hereby appropriated for the payment of salaries of officers and 
employes of the Pennsylvania Reform School for the next year. 

Also the sum of fifteen hundred dollars for insurance on build- 
ings belonging thereto. 

And the further sum of one hundred and fifty thousand ($150,- 
000) dollars to aid for the completion of the new buildings at 
Morganza Station, Chartiers Valley Railroad, in Washington 
County, Pennsylvania. 

The sum appropriated for the completion of the new buildings 
to be payable in eight equal payments, on the fifteenth day of 
July, October, January and April of each year, until the whole 
sum is paid ; all other sums hereby appropriated to be payable in 
quarterly payments, on the fifteenth day of July and October, 
Anno Domini, one thousand eight hundred and seventy -six, and 
on the fifteenth day of January and April, Anno Domini, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy -seven. 

The State Treasurer shall not pay any of the sums 'hereby 
appropriated until the Board of Public Charities shall certify to 
him that the charter of said Pennsylvania Reform School has been 
amended by the Court or Courts having jurisdiction, in such man- 
ner as to vest in the Governor, by and with consent of the Senate, 
the sole power to appoint all Managers of said Institution, except- 
ing such Managers as are now appoinied by the counties that 
have contributed to the Institution under the provisions of the 
Act for the establishment of the House of Refuge for the West- 
ern District of Penns\'lvania, aj^proved March fifteenth, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-one : the appointments made by 
the new Board of Managers, however, shall involve a change of 
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all the present officers of said Reform School, against whom any 
charges were pending before the late Legislative Committees. 

The State Treasurer shall not pay any of the sums, hereby 
appropriated, until a mortgage for the whole amount is executed 
in favor of the Commonwealth, upon the property of the said 
Pennsylvania Reform School, situate in Allegheny City, said 
mortgage first to receive the approval of the Attorney-General, 
and shall be collected for the use of the Commonwealth only in 
case the real estate owned by said Reform School should be diverted 
from its present uses: Provided, That should future circumstances 
require, the Attorney-General may, and is hereby authorized to 
cancel said Mortgages to be given on the Allegheny City property 
and receive, in lieu thereof, a mortgage, not less in amount than 
the original, on the real estate of said Reform School, situate at 
Morganza Station, Chartiers Valley Railroad, in Washington 
County, Pennsylvania. And provided further. That the inmates 
of said Institution shall have the rif(ht to receive religious instruction 
from ministers of anv denominatioji, or belief, without anv obstruc- 
tion or interference whatei'cr.

In Relation to Aiding an Inmate of any of the State Institutions of 

' this Commonwealth to Escape, 

Section 1. ' Be it enacted, etc., That if any person shall aid 
or assist an inmate, lawfully committed or detained in any of the 
charitable, penal or other Institutions of this Commonwealth, 
which are maintained wholly or in part by appropriations from 
the State Treasury, to make his escape therefrom, although no 
escape be actually made, or if any person shall convey or cause 
to be delivered to such inmate any disguise, clothes, instruments 
or arms proper to facilitate the escape of such inmate, with the 
purpose of aiding or effecting such escape, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be sentenced to pay the costs of 
prosecution, and a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and to undergo 
imprisonment in the county jail not exceeding three months, 
either or both, at the discretion of the court.

Defining the Powers of the Several Courts of Quarter Sessions of 
the Peace unthin this Commonwealth with Reference to the 
Care, Treatment and Cotitrol of Dependent, Neglected y hicor- 
rigible, and Delinquent Children under the Age of Sixteen 
VearSf and Providing for the A/eans in which such Power may 
be Exercised, 

Whereas, The welfare of the State demands that children 
should be guarded from association and contact wth crime and 
criminals, and the ordinary process of the criminal law does not 
provide such treatment and care and moral encouragement as are 
essential to all children in the formative period of life, but 
endangers the whole future of the child. 

And whereas, Experience has shown that children lacking 
proper parental care or guardianship are led into courses of life 
which may render them liable to the pains and penalties of the 
criminal law of the State, although in fact, the real interest of 
such child or children requires that they be not incarcerated in 
penitentiaries and jails as members of the criminal class, but be 
subjected to a wise care, treatment and control that their evil 
tendencies may be checked, and their l)etter instincts may be 
strengthened. 

And whereas, To that end it is important that the power of 
the courts in respect to the care, treatment and control over 
dependent, neglected, delinquent and incorrigible children should 
be clearly distinguished from the power exercised in the admin- 
istration of the criminal law. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by authority of the same, 
That the Courts of Quarter Sessions of the Peace within the 
several counties of this Commonwealth shall have and possess 
full jurisdiction in all proceedings which may l^e brought before 
them affecting the treatment and control of dependent, neglected, 
incorrigible and delinquent children under the age of sixteen 
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years, and for the purpose of this act the words "dei^endent 
child** and "neglected child** shall mean any child who is des- 
titute, homeless^ abandoned or dependent upon the public for 
support, or who has not proper parental care or guardianship. 
The words *•* incorrigible children '^' shall mean any child charged 
by its parents or guardian with being unmanageable. The words 
'* delinquent child ** shall mean any child, including such as have 
heretofore been designated 'incorrigible children/* who may be 
charged with the violation of any law of this Commonwealth or 
the ordinance of any city, borough or township. 

The powers of the Court of Quarter Sessions of the Peace 
as provided for in this act may be' exercised by any one or more 
Judges of such court who may be assigned for the purpose at a 
session of said court, which shall be known as the Juvenile Court,, 
and all sessions of such Juvenile Court shall' be held separate and 
apart from any session of the court held for the purpose of its 
general criminal or other business, and the records of the proceed- 
ings of such Juvenile Court shall be kept in a docket separate from 
all other proceedings of said court. 

Sec. 2. The powers of the court may be exercised: 

(l. ) ITpon the petition of any citizen resident of the county,, 
setting forth that a child is neglected, dependent or delinquent,, 
and is in need of the care and protection of the court. 

(2.) Whenever any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace in 
committing a child arrested for an indictable offence, shall 
certify that in his opinion the good of the child and the interests 
of the State do not require a prosecution upon an indictment 
under the criminal laws of the Commonwealth. 

(3.) Whenever after return made by a Magistrate of the 
proceedings upon the arrest of such delinquent child for an 
indictable offence, the District Attorney of the county, either 
before or after the indictmeiit, shall certify that in his opinion the 
good of the child and the interests of the State do not require a 
prosecution upon an indictment under the criminal laws of this 
Commonwealth . 

(4.) Whenever upon the trial of any indictment of such 
delinquent child, the Judge trying the case is of opinion that the 
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good of the child and the interests of the State do not require a 
conviction under the criminal laws of this Commonwealth. 

Upon the filing of any petition as above set forth or when- 
ever the jurisdiction of the court has attached by the filing of a 
certificate of a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace, or of the 
District Attorney, or by the action of a Judge as above set forth, 
it shall be within the power of the Judge holding said Juvenile 
Court to make all necessary orders for compelling the production 
of such child and the attendance of the parents and all persons 
ha\'ing the custody or control of the child or with whom the 
child may be, and pending the final disposition of any case the 
child shall be subject to the order of the court and may be per- 
mitted to remain in the control of its parents or the person hav- 
ing it in charge, or of the Probation Officer, or may be kept in 
some place provided by the State or county authorities or by any 
association having for one of its objects the care of delinquent or 
neglected children as the court may order. 

Sec. 3. The court shall appoint or designate one or more 
discreet persons of good character to serve as Probation Officers 
during the pleasure of the court, said Probation Officers .to receive 
no compensation from the public treasury, and it shall be the duty 
of all Probation Officers so appointed to make such investigations 
as may be required by the court, to l)e present in court when the 
case is heard and to furnish to the court such information and 
assistance as the Judge may require and to take such charge of 
anv child before and after trials as may be directed bv the court. 

Sec. 4. At the hearing the Judge or Judges holding such 
session of the court shall determine after an inquiry into the facts 
what order for the commitment and custody and care of the child 
the child's own good and the l^est interests of the State may 
require and may commit such child to the care of its parents sub- 
ject to the supervision of a Prol)atioii Officer or to some suitable 
institution, or the care of some reputable citizen of good moral 
character, or to the care of some training school or to an indus- 
trial school, or the care of some association willing to receive it, 
and in either such case it shall be within the power of the court 
to make an order upon the i^drent or parents of any such child

to contribute to the support of the child such sum as the court 
may determine, it being: further provnded that in all cases in which 
a delinquent child shall be committed to the care of a reformator>' 
institution, when such child shall be discharged from such insti- 
tution the court shall be duly ad\nsed thereof and a record of such 
discharge shall be kept in the Juvenile Court docket. 

Sec. 5 . In any case where the court shall award a dependent 
child to the care of any association or indiWdual in accordance 
with the pro\nsions of this act, the child shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, become a ward and be subject to the guardianship of 
the association or indi\ndual to whose care it is committed. Such 
a.ssociation or indix-idual shall have authority to place such child 
in a family home with or without indenture, and may be made 
party to any proceeding for the legal adoption of the child, and 
may by its or his attorney or agent, appear in any court where 
such proceedings are pending and assent to such adoption. And 
such assent shall be sufficient to authorize the court to enter the 
proper order or decree of adoption. Such guardianship shall not 
include the guardianship of any estate of the child. 

Sec. 6. In the case of a delinquent child the court may con- 
tinue the hearing from time to time and may commit the child to 
the care and guardianship of a Probation Officer duly appointed 
by the court, and may allow said child to remain in its own home 
subject to the visitation of the Probation Officer, such child to 
report to Probation Officer as often as may be required, and sub- 
ject to be returned to the court for further proceedings whenever 
such action may appear to be necessar>', or the court may commit 
the child to the care and guardianship of the Probation Officer to 
be placed in a suitable family home, subject to the supervision of 
such Probation Officer, or it may authorize the said Probation Offi- 
cer to lx)ard out the said child in some suitable family home in 
case provision is made by v61untar>' contribution or otherwise for 
the payment of the board of such child until a suitable provision 
may be made for the child in a home without such payment, or the 
court may commit the child to a suitable institution for the care of 
delinquent children or to any society duly incorporated, having for 
one of its objects the protection of dependent or delinquent children . 
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Sec. 7. No child pending a hearing under the provisions of 
this act shall be held in confinement in any county or other jail, 
police station, or in any institution to which adult convicts are 
sentenced. 

Sec. 8. No order for the commitment of any child in any 
proceedings had under this act shall extend to a period beyond 
when such child shall attam the age of twenty-one years. 

Sec. 9. The court in making all orders for the commitment 
of children shall place them as far as possible in care and custody 
of persons having the same religious belief as the parents of the 
child, or with some association which is controlled by persons of 
such religious belief, and shall as far as possible provide in 
making orders of commitment that the care, custody and discipline 
of the child shall be as nearly as possible that which should be 
given by its parents. In all cases where it can properly be done 
the child shall be placed in an improved family home and become 
a member of the family by legal adoption or otherwise. 

Sec. 10. It shall not be lawful to commit the custody of any 
delinquent child under the age of twelve years to any institution 
of correction or reformation unless after the care and oversight 
given such child under the probation system provided for by this 
act, the court finds that the best interests of the child and the 
welfare of the community require such commitment, and it shall 
not be lawful to commit the custody of any neglected or depend- 
ent child who is delinquent to any institution of correction or 
reformation in which delinquent children are received, nor shall 
any delinquent child be committed to any institution in which 
dependent or neglected children are received. 

Sec 11. Nothing herein contained shall be in derogation 
of the powers of the Courts of Quarter Sessions and Oyer and 
Terminer to try upon an indictment any delinquent child who in 
due course may be brought to trial.

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That when, in the enforce- 
ment of tlie Act abo\'e cited to be supplemented, and in pursu- 
ance of its pro\nsions, it shall become necessary for a process ta 
issue, or when an order of court is made, the chief Probation 
Officer, if there be such, otherwise the Probation Officer in charge 
may, in his or her discretion, call upon the sheriff of the county 
for assistance in service and execution of the same ; and for the 
service so rendered by the sheriflF, upon application of such Pro- 
bation Officer, he shall be entitled to receive the following fees: 

For receiving, making endorsements thereon, docketing, and 
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making return of each such process, order, or notice, seventy-five 
cents. For executing any such process, order, or notice, where 
the child is to be taken into custody; seventy-five cents. 

In addition thereto, for mileage in serving or executing any 
of the above processes, orders, or notices, the sheriff shall be 
entitled to receive, and have taxed as costs, three cents a mile for 
each mile actually traveled and necessar>^ the same to be allowed 
on separate process, order, or notice; Provided^ He shall not 
receive more than one mileage where the defendants, in two or 
more contemporaneous orders, process or notice, are the same; 
and for the transportation of each child, three cents per mile, in 
addition to necessary help and expense. 

Such Probation Ofiicer shall certify to t]ie judge presiding in 
the Juvenile Court the demand upon the sheriff for his services, 
together with a statement of the fees and expenses, and the court 
shall approve the same, or so much thereof as may be found cor- 
rect, and direct by whom they shall be paid. 

Sec. 2. When, in pursuance of the provisions of said Act, 
a child under the age of sixteen years is arrested, with or with- 
out warrant, or is brought before a magistrate in any other pro- 
ceeding and the case shall be transferred to the Juvenile Court, 
the constable, to whom shall be given the custody of such child 
for delivery to the officers of the Juvenile Court, shall be entitled 
to receive therefor the following fees, to be taxed as costs in the 
case, to- wit: 

For services performed in delivering such child to the Juve- 
nile Court, seventy-five cents, together with three cents per mile 
for each mile actually traveled and necessary, and three cents per 
mile for the transportation of each such child, in addition to nec- 
essary help and expense. 

Such Probation Officer shall certify the account of the con- 
stable performing such service to the judge presiding in the Juve- 
nile Court, who shall approve the same or so much thereof as 
may be found correct, and direct by whom it shall be paid. 

Sec. 3. When the court, after trial or hearing, makes such 
disposition of a child as requires its transportation to a point out- 
side the county, the necessary expenses of its removal, and those 
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of the Probation Officer in charge, shall be certified, as above 
provided, to the judge presiding^ who shall approve the same 
or so mucli thereof as may be found correct, and direct by whom 
it shall be paid. 

Sec. 4. The courts in disposing of the question of the 
payment of the costs provided for in this Act, may impose them 
on the county ; or on the complainant, if » after hearing, it be 
found that the complaint was made without probable cause ; or 
upon the parent or parents, or guardian or custodian, or thechikU 
if, after hearing, it be found that they .were at fault and are 
of ability to pay.

AN ACT 

Providing for the Appointment of Boards of Visitation for Institu- 
tions, Societies and Associations Caring for Dependent, 
Neglected, and Delinquent Children. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., that it shall be the duty 
of the Court of Common Pleas in each county within the Com- 
monwealth to appoint a board, consisting of six or more reputable 
citizens, who shall serve without compensation, to constitute a 
Board of Visitation, whose duty it shall be to visit as often as 
once a year all institutions, societies and associations into whose" 
care and custody dependent, neglected or delinquent children 
shall be committed under the provisions of the laws of this 
Commonwealth. Said visit shall be made by not less than two 
of the members of the board, who shall go together, and make a 
joint report. The said Board of Visitation shall make report to 
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the court, from time to time, of the treatment the children receive 
by or in charge of such institutions, societies and associations, 
and shall make an annual report to the Board of Public Charities 
in such form as the board may prescribe. The said Board of 
Visitation shall be entitled to receive from the county in which 
they shall be appointed, such sum or sums of money for actual 
and necessary expenses as may be approved by the Board of 
County Commissioners.

AN ACT 

Reiathif^ to histitutions , Associations and Societies Haviiig the 
Care of Deiinquent, Ncf^^lected or Dependent Children. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, etc., That the institutions, asso- 
ciations and societies, into whose care the custody of delinquent, 
neglected or dep)endent children may be committed by order of 
the courts of this Commonwealth, shall be subject to the same 
\4sitations, inspections and supervisions of the Board of Public 
Charities as the public charitable institutions of this State and 
the courts of Common Pleas of this Commonwealth may require 
such information and statistics from such institutions, associa- 
tions or societies as said judges deem necessary in order to enable 
them to exercise a wise discretion in dealing with children. 
Every such institution, association or society shall file with the 
Board of Public Charities an annual written or printed report, 
which shall contain a statement of the number of children 
cared for during the year, the number received, the number 
placed in homes, the number died, the number returned to 
friends; also, a financial statement showing the receipts and 
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disbursements of such institutions, associations or societies. The 
statement of receipts shall indicate the amount received from 
public funds, the amount received from donations, and the 
amount received from other sources, specifying the several 
sources. The statement of disbursements shall show the amount 
expended for salaries and other expenses, specifying the same ; 
the amount expended for lands, buildings and investments. The 
secretary of the Board of Public Charities shall furnish to each 
of the said Courts of -Common Pleas a list of such institutions, 
associations and societies filing such annual reports, and no child 
shall be committed to the care of any such institution, associa- 
tion or society which shall not have filed a report, for the fiscal 
year last preceding, with the Board of Public Charities.

BIENNIAL REPORT 



Officb of thb Pbnnsylvania Rbform School 

MoRGANZA, Pa., August 31, 1910, 

To the Governor y the Legislature, and the Board of Public Char- 
ities of the State of Pennsylvania: 

When the last report of the Board of Managers of the Penn- 
sylvania Reform School was made, the first two cottages of the 
new group plan which had previously been adopted, were nearing 
completion. Plans were shown in the report of the exterior, as 
well as the interior of these buildings, one being a duplicate of 
the other. Since then, they have been completed and occupied ; 
one by a group of girls, the other by a family of small boys. 

The Legislature, which convened in January, 1909, gave us 
money for two more cottages, and other needed improvements. 
The sums, thus specifically set aside for this work, have been 
used very carefully and judiciously for the erection of substantial, 
commodious and handsome buildings. These structures include 
a Kitchen, Dining-room and Officers' Quarters Building, together 
with a modem Bakeshop. This building was planned after very 
careful study by the Board and is probably the most complete, 
sanitary, and up-to-date structure of any, at a similar institution, 
in the country. 

A single room cottage for boys and another commodious 
building for girls are in course of construction and will be ready 
for occupancy within a few months. These buildings will be 
well adapted for the purposes for which they are to be used, and 
will further relieve the crowded condition of the old buildings, 
with special reference to the sleeping quarters. 

The New Gymnasium, built along classic lines and of ideal 
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proportions, needs only to be fitted with apparatus and a running 
track to make it complete. We are asking for a small appro- 
priation for the erection of an addition at one end of the building, 
which will contain a stage, as we think it important to have this 
building in such condition that it can be turned into an Assembly 
Hall, when occasion requires. 

The New Power House has been erected and the electric 
machinery installed. The current will be carried through lead 
cables in conduits underground to the place where it is to be used 
and the appropriation which is being asked for the purpose of 
extensions, will give us a proper equipment. 

The Legislature of 1909 appropriated money for a Sewage 
Disposal Plant and the purchase of ground for same. We were 
fortunate in securing a small piece of land adjoining the Institu- 
tion, and succeeded, after sharp competitive bidding, in letting 
the contract for this work, including the purchase of the ground, 
within the appropriation. 

One of the gravest questions confronting the Institution 
management is that of a better water supply, and to this matter 
has been given considerable thought. After going carefully over 
the situation and the available sources of supply, the management, 
more than four years ago, decided that the most feasible proposi- 
tion was to build a large impounding dam on the stream flowing 
through the Institution grounds and known as ''Morganza Run." 
Acting upon this theory, a small appropriation was asked of and 
granted by the Legislature of 1907. This money was used in 
preliminary work and for beginning the construction of the dam. 

A sanitary engineer, who had been employed to report upon 
the feasibility of the project, after a careful and thorough inspect- 
ion of the valley and the sources of the stream, rei)orted favorably. 
The whole matter was then referred to the State Health Depart- 
ment and by these officials carefully reviewed. This department 
approved the contemplated project. 

After taking up the matter in a practical and systematic way, 
the Health Department and officials of this Institution agreed 
upon the amount needed to finish the work. This was incor- 
porated in the appropriation bill presented to the Legislature of 
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1909, after, also, having been acted ux)on favorably by the State 
Board of Charities. For some unaccountable reason, this appro- 
priation was not granted. We have, therefore, been without 
filtered water and for some of the time would have been without 
any supply whatever, but for the fact that a local water company 
was prevailed upon to lay a temporary line from its mains and 
sell water to the Institution, when the Institution had none of its 
own. 

In former times, when the stream above referred to failed, 
Chartiers creek water was run into the lines. Doing that how- 
ever has become a matter of very grave danger to the health of 
the Institution, as this stream is nothing more or less than an 
open sewer after it passes Washington, Pa. When I say, there- 
fore, that we would have had no supply, had we not been able to 
purchase from the local water company, I mean no supply which 
would have been fit for use in the School. 

We are renewing our request for this appropriation, trusting 
that the Legislature will fully realize the necessity of at once 
providing for a pure and adequate supply. The health of the 
Institution depends to a large extent, upon the water used, and 
I trust that we will not again be disapi)ointed in our e£Forts to 
furnish a supply which will be both wholesome and sufficient for 
our needs. 

In my report submitted August 31, 1908, the following par- 
agraph appears : — 

''The large administration building, besides containing the 
offices, kitchens, store-rooms and chapel, houses two families of 
boys, ranging in age from twelve to seventeen years and in 
numbers from fifty to sixty. This building in no wise resembles 
a home. It is therefore more of a prison than anything else. 
In bad repair, it is in all ways unsuitable for the purpose for 
which it was intended, and according to modern standards has 
outlived its usefulness. It should be replaced by a proper 
administration building, chapel and above all, a kitchen of good 
size and modem in equipment.'' 

It is a great source of gratification to know that your honor- 
able body gave us practically enough money to finish a splendid 
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Kitchen, Bakeshop and Officer's Quarters Building. There 
remains the Administration Building and the Chapel 3ret to be 
provided for, before the old structure can be razed. The appro- 
priation asked for to build a stage at one end of the G3rmnasium, 
will provide a hall of sufficient size and which will answer for 
the purpose of a Chapel and Assembly Hall, until a Chapel can 
be provided. Our future building operations, upon the plans 
adopted by the Board, will depend largely therefore upon 
whether the Legislature will grant us the appropriation which we 
now ask for a new administration building. It is hoped that 
this will be done. 

All other moneys appropriated have been carefully expended 
and good results obtained. 

A feature of the Institution work, of which the management 
feels justly proud, is the establishment of a Parole Bureau and 
the employment of a Resident Physician and Nurse, from the 
appropriations made for that purpose. This part of the work has 
given genuine satisfaction and brought splendid results. All 
physical needs of the children have been provided for and their 
conduct after leaving the Institution has been carefully watched 
and every safe-guard i>ossible thrown about them. This, next 
to the general satisfaction in the erection of better buildings, has 
appealed most to the public. We are finding that proper effort on 
our part is meeting with the heartiest co-operation from the public 
generally and especially from the Probation Officers and others 
engaged in child saving work. Reports are being kept — physical 
and otherwise — of all those committed to the care of the School. 
This includes dentistry of the proper sort and I refer to the report 
of the Resident Physician, the Chief Parole Officer and the Dental 
Surgeon as proof of the great amount of work which has been done 
since the Parole Bureau has been actively in operation. 

Taken all in all, the last two years have been the best that 
the Institution has ever experienced. Best in its tangible restilts 
for good. Best in discipline. Best in deportment of its pupils. 
But two children remain fugitives during this biennial period and 
accredited on our books as having escax>ed, as against thirty-nine 
in our last report. The children, themselves, are aiding in every 
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way possible to assist the management to bring about good results 
and are responding nobly to the better things provided for their 
comfort. 

This includes a trial of the self-government system in the 
Girls' Department and the results have been eminently satis- 
factory. It is a common occurrence for children — both girls and 
boys — to visit the Institution — spending a day or night with their 
former officers and friends and to thank these officers for their 
kindly treatment while under the care of the School and for the 
advice and help which they then received. They no longer 
regard their commitment to Morganza to be a stigma upon their 
names and many of them have taken important positions in the 
life of this and other communities. It is a real satisfaction to be 
able to make this statement and while we do not claim that every 
child turns out well, it is true that a large majority of them are 
becoming, each year, useful citizens. 

The boys of the Institution have done an immense amount 
of work during the past two years in connection with the new 
buildings. They have excavated for the foundations ; have dug 
the ditches for the new sewer lines ; have excavated for and laid 
in trenches the underground electric wiring S3rstem and have 
done a great deal of grading. In addition to this extra work, 
the care of the farm and the large vegetable gardens have devolved 
entirely upon them and they have performed their services in a 
faithful and conscientious manner. 

Recently, the entire work in the Dairy, under the direction 
of a competent Dair3rman, has been placed in charge of a family 
of boys. They are learning the Dairy business in all its details 
and our fine herd of Jersey cows have never looked quite so 
well. We are pleased with the experiment. 

It is with deep regret that I report the death, during this 
biennial period, of two members of the Board of Managers. 
John M. Buchanan, Esq., of Beaver, Pa., died on Nov. 22nd, 
1909, and John W. Crawford, of Duquesne, Pa., passed away on 
June 30th, 1909. Both were valuable members. Senator Craw- 
ford, having been appointed to fill a vacancy, served but a few 
months. He, however, took a very deep interest in the a£Fairs 
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of the Institution and was ever ready to lend his influence to the 
betterment of the School. John M. Buchanan was Soliciter of 
the Board at his death, a position which he had for many years 
filled in a most acceptable manner and without any remuneration 
whatever. For nearly twenty years, Mr. Buchanan had served 
as a member of the Board. During this time, he was ever ready 
with wise counsel when called upon by any of his colleagues or 
the Executive Officers of the Institution. Mr. Buchanan's 
death caused deepest regret to every one connected with the 
School, where all knew and respected him. 

The vacancy caused by Senator Crawford's death was filled 
by Samuel Moody, one of the best known and highly respected 
business men of the Pittsburg district. To Mr. Buchanan's 
place, Judge John Add Mcllvaine, of Washington, Pa., was 
appointed. Mr. Moody's large experience in business affairs 
and Judge Mcllvaine's fine ability as a jurist, and the high 
character of both men, make them valuable acquisitions to our 
official family. 

To my fellow members of the Board of Managers and the 
Resident Executive Officer and all of his assistants, I wish to 
tender my grateful acknowledgement of their intelligent co-oper- 
ation and help in the management of the Institution and for 
faithfulness and devotion to their duties.

DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIAL TRAINING 



The department of this School, which teaches the trades, has 
been doing good work during the biennial period and has started 
many bojrs into useful vocations for life. In addition to the 
theory, which the pupils have had, they have also done a vast 
amount of practical work. Most of this has been new and orig- 
inal work. All the repairs have been made by the trade classes 
and the different departments have been carried on as usual, under 
competent instructors. Many of the boys have made remarkable 
progress and nearly all have done well. 

This Biennial Report is a sample of the work done in the 
Printing Office, which is indicative of the kind turned out in 
every department. The printers do as good job work as that 
which is usually turned out of any first class office. The Paint- 
ing Class has done all of the work in that line, which has been 
needed in and about the various buildings, which includes glaz- 
ing. The Managers decided, when the three new buildings were 
planned, that the painting work needed thereon, should be reserv- 
ed for the school class, that it might have the benefit of the 
practical exx)erience. Accordingly, no contract for the painting 
was let and the trade class has done all of the painting work on 
the Kitchen and Bakery and Cottages No.'s 3 and 4. This also 
involves the glazing. These boys have done work equal to that 
done by the average journeyman. All other classes have done 
equally well and are to be commended for faithful and diligent 
attention to duty. 

In addition to those above mentioned, the following trades 
and vocations are taught at the Institution, day by day: — 

Brickla3dng, Blacksmithing, Tailoring, Plumbing, and Bak- 
ing. Besides this, there is a large class in Drawing work and 
Manual Training, and in the Girls' Department, plain and fancy 

sewing and all kinds of housework, as well as Domestic Science, 
under a competent instructor, is taught. 
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On June 26, 1909, the first of the New Cottages, built 
in accordance with the group plan, were dedicated. In the 
Biennial Report of 1906-1908, a full map drawing was shown, 
indicating the location of the different buildings when this plan 
shall have been completed. Much interest had been taken, by 
the public, in the aims of the Managers in rebuilding the Insti- 
tution and the occasion of the dedication of these Cottages 
brought together a notable assemblage. Hundreds of people 
from Pittsburg and the territory adjacent to the Institution were 
present and the following program was carried out : —

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT 



MoRGANZA, Pa., August 31, 1910, 

To the Board of Managers, 

Pennsylvania Reform School, Af organza. Pa. 

Gentlemen:- 

During the past two years the Medical Depart- 
ment has undergone some important changes ; the chief of which 
is the recent installation of a Resident Physician and a Resident 
Trained Nurse, who devote their entire time to the Institution 
work. This change has rendered possible the reorganization of 
the department, which is now conducted on a basis consistent 
with a modem City Hospital. A complete and thorough record 
of every case treated in the Hospital and the Dispensary is made 
and filed. The Resident Nurse is not only a valuable but a 
necessary asset. It would be impossible to care for the indoor 
hospital patients properly without one. The recent equipment 
of the Hospital with a complete set of instruments and appliances 
greatly facilitates the efficient treatment of Dispensary cases, 
renders possible the immediate treatment of minor surgical con- 
ditions, and permits the pursuit of research laboratory work. 

The Department is cognizant of the fact that its duty is, in 
the main, to look after the health of the Institution and not merely 
to treat disease as it asserts itself. With this idea in mind, a 
thorough and complete physical examination of both boys and 
girls has been made — the boys by the Medical Department and 
the girls by a woman physician, under the supervision of the 
Medical Department. In all these examinations, special attention 
was paid to the lungs, and to the eye, ear, nose and throat con- 
ditions. In conjunction with, and to make the above examina- 
tions complete, a practising Dentist examined the teeth. All 
irreparable teeth were extracted and provision is now being 
made to remedy all remaining defects. 
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The limitations of our Hospital do not permit us to treat 
major sui^cal conditions, and such cases as we are unable to 
care for properly, are transferred to Pittsburg Hospitals for 
treatment.

During the two years, six cases were operated on in Pitts- 
burg Hospital : one for appendicitis ; one for nasal polyps ; one 
for adenoids and hypertrophied tonsils; one for painful varico- 
cele; one for oral polyps; one for periostitis. 



42 Physician's Report 

Until April of this year, the Department did not file records 
of Dispensary patients. This is now being done, and our statis- 
tics show that from the first of April to the first of September, 
seven hundred and ten patients were treated. The principal 
ailments were: Ivy poisoning, lacerations and contusions, 
infected wounds, sprains, simple colds, etc. By far the most 
important of these was ivy poisoning; the number treated for 
this condition alone aggregated more than seventy.

Ten per cent of the lungs examined revealed evidences of 
active or latent tuberculosis. Such treatment as was deemed 
advisable for each particular case was instituted. Provision is 
also made for a specialist to correct all errors of refraction with 
proper lenses, and to operate on such nose and throat conditions 
as is thought advisable.

DENTIST'S REPORT 



To the Board of Managers^ 

Pennsylvania Reform School, 

Gknti^mkn:- 

My experience with the care of the teeth of the 

boys and girls of your Institution, dates back more than fifteen 

years, and, until the present administration ordered that good 

care be given to the teeth of the children, all offending teeth were 

extracted. The visiting ph3rsician or the Hospital Steward did 

most of this extracting. No teeth, or practically none, were 

ever filled. 

About five years ago, I was emplojred to examine the teeth 
of every inmate in the Institution and to extract only those which 
could not be otherwise treated and to give the best care and 
treatment possible to all others. Since that time, this careful 
examination of every tooth has been repeated twice and the re- 
sult of the three examinations and the care given them afterward 
has put the teeth of all the children in first class condition. In 
fact, the students at Morganza, to-day, receive much more dental 
attention and their teeth are in far better condition than are the 
teeth of the average boy and girl of the best families attending 
our public schools. At these examinations, the teeth of each 
and every boy and girl were cleaned and a report taken for future 
reference. Several hundred teeth, under this method, have been 
treated and saved, where possibly most of them, under the old 
system, would have been extracted. 

To-day, under the regulations of the Parole Bureau of the 
School, every child upon commitment is given a thorough physical 
examination, which includes careful treatment of the teeth. The 
food and sanitary conditions of the Institution are helpful to the 
teeth and the whole situation in this regard, from my standpoint, 
is in a most satisfactory condition. 

I have found the Superintendent and all of his Officers kind 
and obliging and taking a deep interest in this work.

Biennial Report 



Office of the Pennsyi^vania Training School 

MoRGANZA, Pa., August 31, 1912 » 

To the Governor^ the Legislature^ and the Board of Public Chari- 
ties of the State of Pennsylvania: 

My report to you for the Biennial period just closed will be 
somewhat in the nature of a review of the work planned by the 
management, and executed during the past six years. It is not 
an easy matter to practically rebuild ah Institution along modern 
lines, as has been done here, and at the same time keep the In- 
stitution up to a high state of efficiency in every department. 
This I can safely say has been done. A resume of the building 
operations will give to the thoughtful observer some idea of the 
vast amount of work that has been carried on in the way of re- 
making the physical portion of the School. 

Four new cottages have been erected and occupied, one of 
them containing single rooms. Two more cottages containing 
single rooms are nearing completion, making six new cottages. 
A splendid Gymnasium with a large swimming pool has been in 
use for some time. A modern kitchen building, with ice plant 
and refrigerating rooms, new bakeshop, dining-room for Officers, 
and good sleeping-quarters, for both boys and officers, has been 
for many months, in successful operation. A new Power House, 
well equipped with electric machinery, has been in operation for 
two years, and at this time a battery of boilers, removed from 
the old Power House, is being installed in the new. A large 
tunnel extending to the Main Building, a distance of about 
1,100 feet, has been built, and all the steam lines are being in- 
stalled therein. Tliis will give a splendid heating equipment 
when finally completed, and one upon which but little needs to 
be expended for years to come. A new industrial group of build- 
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ings has been commenced, which, when finished, will be modern 
in every respect. This has been a long felt want, and will en* 
able us to house our Industrial Departments under practically one 
roof. In this manner their superirttendency becomes more sim- 
ple and naturally more effective. In the beautiful grove north of 
the buildings, a one-eighth mile athletic track has been laid out 
for outdoor sports, with a small grandstand on one side, and a 
band stand on the other. Fourth of July exercises are held here, 
frequently attended by hundreds of people from the neighbor- 
hood and the nearby towns. Throughout the season the track is 
used for athletic sports by both the boys and the girls. This is in 
addition to the play-grounds provided for each cottage, and is a 
source of great enjoyment to the pupils of the School. The 
Legislature of 1907 granted an appropriation of twenty-five 
hundred dollars for improving the water supply. With this 
money preliminary surveys for a large dam, and the installation 
of a filter system was made. A sanitary engineer was employed 
who laid out the plans, and after the State Department of Health 
had approved them, the actual work of building the dam com- 
menced. A foreman was employed, and with Institution help, 
a good start was made on the dam. About one-half of the core- 
wall was completed, and a great deal of the earthen embank- 
ment on either side of the wall, erected. It was believed by us 
that the Legislature of 1909 would appropriate funds to complete 
this work, and the State Board of Charities and the State Board 
of Health both recommended it. However, no appropriation 
was granted, and as a result, the work remained in an uncom- 
pleted state. The Legislature of 1911 appropriated money for 
further improvement of the water system, but the reservoirs were 
found to be leaking so badly that attention was first directed to- 
wards having them repaired. This work is being done with re- 
inforced concrete. These basins were built twenty-five to thirty 
years ago, and practically nothing has ever been done to them in 
the way of repair, previous to this time. The remaining bal- 
ance will be used to further the building of the dam, and to do 
some work needed on the water mains. We hope that the com- 
ing Legislature, to whom this report is to be submitted, will 
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grant us sufficient funds to complete this work, and give to the 
Institution filtered water. 

Two years ago, the Board requested that a new Administra- 
tion Building be erected. Owing to the large amount of other 
work to be done to secure proper housing conditions for the chil- 
dren, this request, for the time being at least, is not renewed. 

A Reformatory for Women. 

The agitation for a Reformatory for Women has been taken 
up at various times and we have, at least, in two of our Bien- 
nial Reports, advocated the removal of the Girls' Department of 
this Institution entirely to another location. It would seem to 
us that the question of the removal of our Girls* Department, 
should be taken up in connection with the discussion for the 
new Reformatory, referred to above. If the age for commitment 
to a Reformatory would be placed at sixteen, it might take prac- 
tically all of the girls needing reformation in this line» yet leav- 
ing this Institution still with a Girls' Department on its hands, 
and, perhaps, with very few inmates. The exi)ense involved in 
maintaining a Girls' Department with but few pupils would be 
comparatively much Igreater than in keeping up a good sized 
school. If it is undesirable to have the girls and boys housed on 
the same grounds, then this element of undesireableness would 
still enter into the make-up of the Institution. It is our belief 
that the Legislature should settle definitely this question. If it 
is contemplated or deemed wise, at any time, to remove this De- 
partment, it should be known before very much more building is 
done here. If this Department should be removed, then build- 
ings now used by the girls, could be used equally well for the 
boys. 

There should be either here, or at some other point in West- 
em Pennsylvania, a State School for Girls. It is possible that 
such a school might be erected in juxtaposition with a Reforma- 
tory, and all under one management. To this Training School 
should be sent all girls under the age of twenty-one, who did 
not need the severer discipline which might naturally be expect- 
ed to obtain in a Reformatory. Such Reformatory would proba- 
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bly take as inmates women to the agre of thirty. This would 
leave in such institution fhe worst element among women oflFend- 
ers. We find sufficient depravity in girls under twenty-one^ and 
yet, all children under that age ought to have a good chance for 
reformation. It is the experience of those who have come in 
contact with women offenders between the ages of twenty-one 
and thirty years, that many of them are users of drugs, and often 
women of the lowest type. It might be expected that their 
standard of morals would be very low, and therefore no young 
girls could, or should be admitted to institution buildings where 
the older women lived. Therefore if the same grounds were 
used for a Training School and a Reformatory for Women, the 
buildings would of necessity have to be far apart, and the ques- 
tion of segregation one of great moment. If girls are sent to a 
Reformatory as young as sixteen years, it would seem to us that 
such institution would be doing the same work that our Girls* 
School is undertaking. Therefore if the school is to remain here, 
we advise that the age limit to a Reformatory be not under 
eighteen years. 

This question should be studied by a commission of experts, 
and where girls of child-bearing age, who might be regarded as 
high-grade imbeciles are concerned, the question of permanent 
custodial care, is one of very great importance. We have found 
instances here, of where all the discipline and training, religious 
instruction and individual attention that could be heaped upon a 
girl has been unavailing. Such as these should be removed per- 
manently from society, and the weak minded and diseased girls 
placed where they will be no longer a menace in spreading dis- 
ease, or in reproducing their kind. 

We are willing to do whatever the Legislature in its wisdom 
may indicate, but would regret to see a multiplicity of institutions 
doing the same work. 

During this Biennial period the Institution has been peculi- 
arly blessed in that no contagious or infectious diseases have 
affected any of the inmates, save a few cases of mumps. Two 
deaths have occurred in the Institution as follows: 

Maggie Allen, a colored girl, sixteen years of age, comn^itted 
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from Cambria County, died September 9, 1910, of Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

Elizabeth Bell, committed from Allegheny County, age seven- 
teen years, died June 8, 1911, of Ulcerative Endocarditis. 

The Parole Bureau, inaugurated and in operation now more 
than two years, has so far as my information goes, no super- 
ior, if indeed an equal, in any Boys* School in the Country, It 
is doing splendid work, and its officers have been faithful and 
efficient. 

The religious, moral and academic training of the children 
has been kept up, and some remarkable religious revivals witness- 
ed. At one of them two hundred and fifty children of Protestant 
families expressed a desire to live better lives, and arrangements 
were made for their joining the various churches of their own de- 
nominations when they left the school. Instruction for the Catho- 
lic children has been kept up weekly, and special instruction to 
these children given at various times, under the direction of the 
Priest in charge. The Jewish children have also received special in- 
struction in their own religion. During these few years that the 
better housing conditions have been in operation, and especially 
during the Biennial period just ended, notable results have been 
obtained in the reformation of boys and girls. It is believed by the 
management that a very large percentage of the children passing 
through the School turn out well, and are probably thus saved 
from lives of crime. From the very nature of this School its dis- 
cipline must be firm. Yet with that firmness no malice is ever 
allowed to obtrude itself, and the child is given to understand 
that virtue in him, brings its own sure reward. 

Name of Institution Changed. 

Within the past year the name of the Institution has been 
changed for the third time. The School was opened on its 
Allegheny site December 13, 1854, as the House of Refuge. It 
was moved to its present site in December 1876, as the Pennsyl- 
vania Reform School. Within the past year its name has been 
changed to the Pennsylvania Training School, the management 
believing that if a stigma might obtain to the children sent to. a 
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Reform School, that there is no reason why it should be so, if 
they might be sent to a State Training School. Thus it may be 
seen that the management is looking carefully after the details 
of the Institution, and that its first thought always is for the 
children under its care. The new name has been hailed with 
delight everywhere, and by none more than by the pupils of the 
School themselves. 

Dtu-ing this period Major A. G. Happer of Washington 
county, President of the Board of Managers, Edwin S. Weyand 
of Beaver County, its attorney, Samuel Moody of Beaver County, 
Isadore Coblens, of Allegheny County, and Richard R. Quay of 
Allegheny County, have left the Board of Managers. All of 
these men were conscientious and faithful members, and associa- 
tion with them was a real pleasure. 

William S. McKinney of Allegheny County, and residing 
in Pittsburgh, Pa., has been called by death. Mr. McKinney 
was one of the oldest men, in point of service on the Board, and 
was beloved and respected by his fellow members. He was a 
wise counselor, and ever ready to do his share of any work, in 
connection with the School. 

To take the places of the retiring members, the Governor 
has made the following appointments: John C. Oliver, Charles 
H. Ogden, John S. Robb, Jr., and Samuel R. Wilson, all of Alle- 
gheny County, and David M. Campsey and H. T. Billick of 
Washington County. 

The appropriations which we expect to ask for, during the 
next two years, of the Legislature which will convene in Janu- 
ary 1913, will round out to a very large extent our plans laid 
out seven years ago. If the appropriation is materially reduced 
it will take us longer, in that proportion, to complete the neces- 
sary changes at the Institution . 

A small building erected by the boys, and one of the old cot- 
tages, were razed during this Biennial period. There are two 
or three other buildings that should come down also. I believe 
that all appropriations have been wisely expended, and that all 
members of the Board have been faithful in administering the af- 
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fairs of the school, through the various committees upon which 
they have been placed. 

The Superintendent has been indefatigable in his efforts to 
build the institution anew, according to the outline laid down by 
the Board of Managers, and, in the meantime, to keep it in the 
front rank of schools of its class. The Officers associated with 
him have been also untiring in their efforts to instill into the youth 
in their charge, principles of industry, self-restraint, and proper 
deportment. In all these matters they have succeeded, and I 
hereby declare my thanks and hearty appreciation of the work 
which each and all has done so faithfully and well. 

To my fellow members of the Board of Managers I am deep- 
ly grateful for the co-operation and help which they have uni- 
formly extended to me during my incumbency as presiding 
officer. 

To the State Board of Charities, for the kind consideration 
with which it has treated all our requests, and to the Governor 
and the Legislature for the liberal appropriations which have 
been granted us, I also desire to express my sincere gratitude.

Department of Vocational Training 



The department of vocational training has continued to be a 
factor in the life of the Institution, the importance of which 
grows with each succeeding year. The public schools are begin- 
ning to do what the Industrial and Training Schools have been 
doing for many years, and the establishing of trade schools and 
vocational bureaus is becoming more and more the vogue. In 
this Institution we believe that we do more than to merely train 
the hand of the child. In many instances we have turned out 
workmen that were a credit to themselA^es, and to their instructors, 
and whose knowledge of their trade, learned here, enabled them 
the sooner to become finished workmen. If a child whose ten- 
dencies are in the wrong direction may be straightened out, and 
put in the way of being a useful member of society, and self-sup- 
porting, it should be considered by each and everyone as a vic- 
tory for good citizenship. Practically all the trades are taught 
to the boys, and in the girls* department, instruction is given in 
all the household arts. 

New Industrial Buildings. 

This Biennial period has, however, seen the beginning of a 
new era in the trade schools of this Institution. The depart- 
ments are scattered more or less, and supervision is not easy. 
In some of the shops the accommodations are very poor, and the 
quarters cramped. It was this fact that lead the Board of Mana- 
gers to move for a new Industrial Building, which is now being 
erected at a reasonable cost, along the best lines of modern 
thought. The one-ston» building has been chosen because of 
the fact that it is best adapted for the purpose, on account of a 
greater facility for light. When all departments are housed un- 
der one roof, then, and only then, will we consider that we have, 
in such centralization, the eflBciency which will give the best 
results.

Report of the Farm Committee 

Pennsylvania Training School, 

MoRGANZA, Pa., Augrust 31, 1912. 

To the Board of Managers ^ Pennsylvania Training School, 

Gentlemen: — 

The productiveness of the farm land has remained about as 
usual. The ordinary crops have been planted, and all yields have 
been satisfactory. The year of 1912 will long be known as a year 
of heavy rains and floods. For this reason some of our fields, 
especially those containing potatoes, were badly washed, and only 
a partial crop secured. On the land known as the Crane Farm, 
the high water completely washed away a field of several acres of 
potatoes, planted in bottom land, and which gave promise of a 
splendid yield. All our crops suffered more or less from this 
cause. 

A field containing about ten acres has been planted to alfal- 
fa, and for four years a part of the field has been yielding well 
and for two years nearly all the field has produced three crops. 
The land is well adapted for the growing of this grass, and it is 
planned to increase the acreage of this crop. 

Fence repairs have been kept up, and general repairs on all 
the farm buildings have been looked after. However, we find at 
his time, that the farm houses are needing general repairs, and 
we recommend that an appropriation be asked of the Legislature 
for this purpose. 

The spraying and pruning of trees has been kept up, and a 
number of young fruit trees planted. 

The lawns about the buildings have been kept in their usual 
fine condition, notwithstanding the fact that a great deal of ex 
cavating has been done for the purpose of laying new steam lines 
and repairing old. 

We suggest that you renew your request to the incoming 
Legislature for money to construct a new dairy bam.

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Physician's' Report 

September 1, 1912 • 
To the Superintendent 

Pennsylvania Training School^ 
Morganza^ Pa, 
Dear Sir :- 

The report submitted from this Department two years ago 
mentioned the recent installation of a Resident Physician and a 
Resident Trained Nurse. This system of medical treatment has 
proven very efficient in rendering prompt service to the sick or 
injured children, and has upon all occasions, been equal to any 
emergency arising from accident, sickness, or epidemic. 

It is a pleasure to report that no case of typhoid fever devel- 
oped during the past two years. This in itself speaks well for the 
purity of our drinking water. Mumps developed in the School 
during the past summer to the extent of twenty-nine cases » all 
of which made an uneventful recovery. 

The policy of miking a medical examination of all boys and 
girls upon their admittance here is being followed. In this way 
the presence of any case of infectious or contagious disease is 
discovered and placed at once on treatment to effect a cure and 
prevent its spread. Also such conditions as chronic otorrhoea, 
chronic catarrh, impaired vision or hearing can be put on treat- 
ment for their relief or eradication. 

The hospital facilities have proven very inadequate for our 
needs. This was especially noticeable when caring for a slight 
epidemic. It is hoped that the near future will see us provided 
with a new building, whereby a case of contagious disease can 
be properly isolated and treated without exposing other hospital 
patients. 

During the past two years twenty-six boys and thirty girls 
were fitted with glasses by Dr. Duncan, occiilist of Pittsburgh. 
Many of these cases were badly in need of correcting lenses 
and were greatly benefited by them . 

One year ago the Hospital was equipped with a dentist's 

39 
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operating chair, instruments, and filling material and the system 
of employing a dentist by the day was instituted. Since that 
time each boy and girl in the Institution has been able to have 
his teeth cared for properly. A summary of the wo^kdone by 
the dentist is given in his report. 

Six hundred and eighteen (618) patients were treated in the 
Hospital during the past two years. A summary of the condi- 
tions met in these cases is given below:

Parole Bureau Report 



September 1st. 1912. 
To the Superintendent y 

Pennsylvania Traininf( School, 

Morganza, Pa. 

Dear Sir :• 

The Parole Bureau of this Institution was organized 
March 1, 1912, or a short time before the last report was 
submitted. At that time the plan which had been adopted had 
scarcely been given a satisfactory trial. 

When the Department was first organized, Mrs. Emma 
W. Speer, who was then Chief Probation Officer of the 
Washington County Juvenile Court, was placed at its head. Jan- 
uary 1st, 1912, Mrs. Speer left the Department and all those con- 
nected with the work deeply regretted the loss of so faithful and 
efficient a worker. Following Mrs. Speer's resignation. Dr. H. 
P. Lynch was placed at the head of the Department, with Miss 
Frieda E. Bauman, assistant, and the Parole Officer for the Girl's 
Department. 

The officers now connected with the Department are 
glad to report that the work as previously planned has been 
carried on with good results. Moreover, as new problems were 
presented and needs made evident, the system was enlarged and 
developed so as to be more efficient still. 

The foundation of a systematic and permanent work was laid 
by getting in touch with a large number of paroled boys and 
girls, and by investigating the homes of the children soon to be 
paroled, and the places which offered employment. In so far as 
it is possible the home of the child is now investigated, and a 
report filed, when it enters the school as well as when it is pa- 
roled. 

Two years ago a Cabinet Folder Filing System was install- 
ed M^herein all information bearing on each case is kept under 
its proper head. Seven months ago a Card Filing System cov- 
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ering the statistics under the respective heads of Inmates, Pa- 
roles, Counties, Employers and Applicants, was installed. This 
places the information for simplifying the work of the officers in 
the most concise an accessible form. Both visiting and inves- 
tigating report blanks are in use, on which each visit is recorded 
■ to be filed with the history of the case.

In addition to this report, a number of the children have 
been taken before the courts of their respective counties as wit- 
nesses, and many others to the funeral of a parent or relative. 

Many of the paroled boys, who are above the school age, are 
^9Vorking as brick layers, painters, tailors, printers, machinists, 
or on farms and in dairies. The younger boys are usually placed 
in private homes and are required to attend school during the 
ijvinter. 

Ordinarily the girls are placed in domestic service, though 
-we now have three girls reporting who are in hospitals in train- 
ing. 

A much larger percentage of the boys than the girls are pa- 
roled to their parents. This makes the problem of paroling 
the girls a more difficult one. 
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Women who employ our girls generally speak well of 
their work, and we are gradually finding employers who are 
willing to co-operate with us in our endeavors to help the girls. 

A number of girls now of age are corresponding with us. 
Some are doing well in some chosen work: others are married 
and have comfortable homes. The friendly spirit which the 
majority of girls on parole are manifesting toward the School 
is very gratifying to those of us who are trying to help them, 
and more girls have visited the School during the past two years 
than ever before. The paroled girls are now voluntarily raising a 
sum of money with which to purchase hymn books as a gift to 
the girls here from * *The Girls On Parole Who Are Trying To 
Make Good.'* 

The oflScers connected with this work are daily obliged to 
face conditions that prove without question the importance of 
doing all that is possible to place the children with care when 
paroled from the School, otherwise the good accomplished here 
is of little real worth. To do this well, three phases of the w^ork 
are very essential : 

First, the child who is to be paroled must be understood; 
secondly, the relatives must be known, and, if possible, their co- 
operation secured; and, finally, an employer or friend who is wil- 
ling to help the child must be found.

Dentist^s Report 



Pennsylvania Training Schooi, 
Morganza, Pa., SepL, 1st, 1912. 
To the Superintendent, 

Pennsylvania Training School. 
Dear Sir: — 

Since the adoption of the new system of dental ser- 
vices, i. e., the filling of all teeth that could be saved with silver 
or cement, I find there have been six hundred and eighty- two 
(682) teeth treated and filled, in the boys' and girls* department, 
and four hundred and seventy -three (473) teeth extracted. The 
tartar and stain was removed from all teeth needing such atten- 
tion. There was also some plate work done in the girls' department. 

In performing the dental services of this Institution I found 
that a very small percentage of the inmates had ever received any 
dental treatment previous to their commitment. Their first teeth 
had not been removed at the proper time , but were allowed to 
decay and crowd the permanent teeth , and is the cause of the 
seemingly large percentage of extraction. 

We have made an honest endeavor to instruct the inmates 
in the care of their teeth , and to send them from the school in a 
better condition than when they entered. 

In doing the dental work I thank you and Dr. Lynch for 
hearty co-operation as well as all the officers of the Institution. 

It is estimated by dental statistics that about ten and not 
over fifteen per cent, of the population of this country annually 
receive dental attention. My experience with public school 
children is in accord with this percentage. I believe I am not ex- 
aggerating when I say that the teeth of the inmates of the 
Penn'a. Training School are in a better condition by fifty per 
cent, than are the pupils of the public schools.

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Biennial Report 



Office of the Pennsylvania Training School, 
MoRGANZA, Pa., August 31, 1914. 

To the Governor^ the Legislature, and the Board of Public 
Charities of the State of Pennsylvania : 

In accordance with law, the management of this Institution 
has the honor to present herewith its Report for the Biennial 
Period ending August 31, 1914. 

These two years have marked a period of great activity in 
the work of the School, and the fruition of long-cherished plans 
for the betterment of the physicial conditions at the Institution, 
are being realized. The new buildings, for which the various 
Legislatures of the last eight years, have appropriated money, 
have all been erected and occupied, and the building operations 
made possible by the appropriation of the last Legislature are 
well under way. 

The prejudice once existing in the minds of the people 
against schools of our class, is gradually disappearing, and the 
Courts and children's agencies of this community have been giv- 
ing us excellent help and co-operation. For this, we are truly 
thankful, realizing that only in this manner can our Institution 
be the success that it should be, and turn back into society boys 
and girls who come under its care, the useful citizens which will 
enable them to become self-supporting and honest members of 
the communities in which tliey reside. 

The personnel of the official staff has changed but little and 
I express the sentiment of a united Board of Managers in extend- 
ing to the Superintendent, his office help, the family officers, and 
all employees of both the Girls' and Boys' Departments, sincerest 
gratitude for their indefatigable efforts in bringing the Institution 
to its high standard of efficiency. 
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PR^IDBNT'S REPORT 



During the biennial period an exhaustive inventory of the 
Institution was taken. The result of this inventory, as submit- 
ed to the Property Commission of Pennsylvania, shows the value 
of Farm Lands, Playgrounds, Buildings and Personal Property 
belonging to the State at Morganza, to be $1,362,818.72. 

The farm is in excellent condition, and the orchards as well 
as trees, are in healthful condition, with all fruit trees bearing 
satisfactorily. New trees of all varieties are being planted as oc- 
casion requires and it has been our aim to keep up not only sci- 
entific work in the orchards, but to plant trees and shrubs each 
year where they will tend to beautify and enhance the value of 
this splendid property belonging to the commonwealth. With 
the exception of the main roadway entering the grounds, all roads 
and pathways are in excellent condition. The roadway referred 
to has been badly cut to pieces, by the heavy hauling which 
has been done from the Railroad Station, over the Institution 
grounds during the period of our building operations which has 
lasted throughout the past eight years. 

The discipline of the School is in a highly satisfactory condi- 
tion, and where a few years ago, it was deemed impossible to 
keep children here, except as they were shut in behind barred win- 
dows and doors, all new cottages, thus-far erected, have been built 
without screens or bars of any description. These newer meth- 
ods of housing our wards have been met with approval by the 
public, and most of all, by the children themselves. It is they, 
who have made it possible to extend these privileges, and it has 
resulted in a better understanding between School and pupil. 

Religious training has been given faithfully to the Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish children, each in their own faith. 

The actual accomplishments in the last two years in the 
matter of permanent improvements, are as follows : 

Erection of a new cottage for boys and the building of a new 
hospital, both of which are nearing completion ; the extension 
of permanent lines for carrying steam to the various buildings ; 
the practical completion of an impounding reservior, designed 
to hold twenty-one million gallons of water ; the raising of the 
bridge and the roadway leading from the main highway to the 
railroad at the main entrance to the grounds ; the addition of 
new ice-making machinery and the completion and occupancy

of two new single -room cottages, housing each thirty boys ; the 
addition to the industrial group of two new shops, and the re- 
pair and re-arrangement of officers* quarters and offices in the 
Administration Building. 

Throughout the entire period, the trade classes have been 
busy with repairs and improvements, and all grading and much 
of the excavating about the new buildings and on the grounds 
through which the steam lines extend, have been made by the 
boys. In addition to this, they have done all the work of the 
fields, at the Dairy, and throughout it all have, apparently, been 
happy and contented. 

Much more work is to be done ; many more buildings are 
to be erected and an adequate filtration system for our water 
supply must be installed before we will have done with the work 
of improvement. We trust, therefore, that the Legislature will 
grant us the appropriations which we will ask at the coming ses- 
sion, so that we may he enabled to continue to grow and expand 
in every department. 

During this biennial period, Bx -State-Senator John P. 
Budke of Canonsburg, Pa., Vice President of the Board was 
called by death, and the Governor appointed to fill this vacancy, 
William H. Richards, also of Canonsburg. During this period, 
also, Francis H. Skelding, of Pittsburg, Pa., owing to his re- 
moval from the State of Pennsylvania, resigned his commission 
as a member of the Board, and the Governor appointed John A. 
Elliott of Beaver Falls, Pa., to fill his place.

Department of Vocational Training 



The trade schools of this Institution have been, and are, one 
of its features. Instruction is given in, practically, every trade, 
and, while it is not designed to turn out finished workmen, it is, 
nevertheless a fact, that many boys leave the School and are very 
shortly thereafter, found to he making good wages. Our pur- 
pose, of course, is to train the hand and mind together and to 
give the boy such skill as will enable him to more quickly learn 
his trade when he leaves the School. 

The Manual Training School has been doing splendid work 
and it is here the boys first learn the use of tools and become 
familiar with the rudiments of woodworking. This department 
has for some time been fully housed in its new home and is equip- 
ped with a very complete outfit of tools and machinery. 

Two other units of the new industrial group are well under 
way — the Blacksmith Shop and the Bricklaying Shop. While 
all are designed to be connected by a central court, the build- 
ings, themselves, are separate and apart from each other, thus 
giving to each the maximum of light and air. 

The trades classes have been very efficient in the practical 
work which they have done and a great deal of it, is quite credit- 
able to them, indeed. 

Plan reading and practical work along mechanical lines of 
every kind is being introduced and education akin to that of the 
best technical schools is being imparted to our children. With 
good instructors and first-class equipment, there seems no reason 
why we should not be even more proud of our work along these 
lines, in the future, than we have been in the past.

Report of the Farm Committee 



Pennsylvania Training School, 
Morganza, Pemi'a. 

To the Board of Managers, Pennsyhania Training School : 

Gbntlkmen : The farm and gardens during the past bien- 
nial period have produced the usual amount of vegetables and 
grains. The year just closing will not yield us the number of 
bushels of potatoes which we expected, owing to the extreme dry 
weather in this section. Heretofore, we have been planting a 
great many late potatoes, but, fortunately, we reversed the order 
last spring and planted more of the early varieties. This will 
help us considerably in our showing for the year. 

An additional plot of ground has been sown to alfalfa, and 
as we can do so, we expect to continue to produce more and more 
of this valuable forage. During the coming two years, a consider- 
able amount of fencing must be erected on the small farm pur- 
chased some years ago upon which to erect our sewage disposal 
plant. These fences will be necessary owing to the fact that we 
are beginning the raising of sheep, in a small way, and, if found 
profitable, as we believe now it will be, we expect within the 
next year or so, to have a considerable flock. 

Our dairy herd has been kept in good condition and is being 
added to and improved each year. The method adopted some 
time ago of having the boys do the work under the care of a com- 
petent instructor, has proven to be very .satisfactory and will be 
continued. We have developed a number of splendid dairymen 
who have taken places on farms in the neighborhood and else- 
where, and have proven themselves to be competent and satisfac- 
tory. 

Two years ago we asked for money to build a new dairy 
barn. This year the Board is renewing the request. This money 
should be appropriated and the old barn put to other uses. 
It is very badly needed for storage purposes and for horses, and 
we urge a careful consideration of this request.

Pennsylvania Training School. 
Morganza, Penn'a. 

To the Board of Managers^ Pennsylvania Training School, 

Gbntlbmbn : Careful inspection of all of the buildings on 
the grounds and of the playgrounds and gardens discloses a very 
satisfactory condition. All buildings, both new and old, have 
been and are kept in a cleanly, sanitary condition. 

Repairs needed on some of the buildings will of necessity be 
delayed until the Legislature appropriates sufficient funds to do 
the work. At this time, however the buildings are in such con- 
dition, that if the Legislature gives to us the money which is be- 
ing asked for, it will be in time to save considerable expense 
along these lines, in the near future. 

All trees and shrubbery which have been planted on the 
grounds are in fine condition, and the yards and playgrounds 
which were considerably cut up by steam-line ditches during the 
past year, are being filled in and soon will be in good shape. 

This Committee wishes particularly to call attention of the 
legislature and the Committee on Appropriations to the condition 
of the roadway leading from the railroad and main highway into 
the grounds. This roadway particularly should be improved 
and the small amount of money which the Board is asking for 
roadways, we sincerely hope will be granted.

Physician's Report 

To the Superintendent^ Pennsylvania Training School, 

Morgama, Penn*a. 

Sir : The plan inaugurated when this Department was or- 
ganized of giving to every child who enters the institution a thor- 
ough physical examination has been adhered to very carefully and 
strictly, during the past two years: The accompan3nng detailed 
report , showing the diseases treated and abnormalities found , will 
be sufficient to impress upon the minds of even casual observers 
that physical defects, in all probability, have more or less to do 
with delinquency. At least, we find in our work among the 
children committed here, that practically all of them have physi- 
cal defects, bad teeth, are under-nourished, and in general bad 
condition physically. A large percentage also, of the children, 
are deficient mentally, and therefore are backward in their stud- 
ies. Both physical and mental ailments are corrected, in-so-far 
as proper food, clothing, housing, and physical exercise can do 
so. 

We are under renewed obligations during this biennial per- 
iod to Dr. J. I J. Duncan, of Pittsburgh, Pa., who has examined 
and treated all of the cases of boys and girls admitted to the In- 
stitution, who have been found to have defective eyesight. For 
several years Dr. Duncan has been doing this work gratis, and it 
is appreciated, not so much by us, as by the children themselves, 
who are directly benefitted. 

I believe that it is also not out of place here for me to com- 
mend the Management of the Allegheny General Hospital, of 
Pittsburgh, Pa. , for the many kindly things done for our chil- 
dren during the past two years. The doors of this Hospital have 
been open to us at all times for the admission, free, of patients 
from this Institution, and I believe that even more than ordinary 
attention has been paid to our cases. I believe that in work of 
this kind — doing good for the unfortunate — that a hospital be>t 
fulfills its mission to the public.

Parole Bureau Report 



To the Superintendent^ Pennsylvania Training School, 

Morganza^ Penn^a. 

Sir : By referring to the report of my predecessor in office, 
Dr. H. P. Lynch, you will note that this Bureau was organized 
on its present basis March 1, 1912. For a little more than one 
year, the Bureau was conducted by Dr. Lynch, and for about 
six months of that time, he was assisted by Miss Frieda £. 
Baumann, who had charge of the parole work of the Girls' 
Department. July 1, 1913, Miss Baumann was succeeded by 
Miss Anne Simpson, the incumbent. Dr. Lynch resigned his 
office as Resident Physician and Chief Parole Officer, May 1, 1914. 

On June 1, of that year, I took up the work and found that 
the office was well equipped with a thorough filing system, 
and that everything pertaining to the work was left by my pred- 
ecessor in the best of condition. It was quite evident that the 
work of Dr. Lynch and Miss Baumann had been done in a most 
thorough and conscientious manner. 

This Bureau is now past the experimental stage, and I be- 
lieve has been and is being conducted in a very practical and 
thorough manner. The connection between the Medical De- 
partment and the Parole Bureau is brought into very intimate 
relationship, as should be the case, and the Resident Physician by 
reason of his physical examinations of all inmates, is able to make 
very valuable suggestions to those in charge of and directing the 
education of these delinquent children. 

The work of the Department is being pushed with vigor and 
the next two years should show very gratifying results. Beyond 
peradventure it has been proven that every person discharged or 
paroled from an institution must practically begin life anew, and 
that it is at this time where a parole system shows its efficiency 
or inefficiency. The management here encourages the officers of 
this Bureau in every effort which is made to help discharged or 
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paroled boys or girls. Being thus encouraged and urged, the 
officers of the Bureau are working in an enthusiastic manner for 
the upbuilding of the characters of the children who come under 
its jurisdiction.

Dentist's Report 



To the Superintendent, Pennsylvania Training School^ 

Morganza, Penn'a. 

Sir : During the past five years, it has been a pleasure to 
be connected with the Dental Department of your Institution. The 
thorough manner in which the teeth of the children have been 
taken care of has enabled me to keep the work absolutely up to 
date and to look out, particularly, only for the children committed 
each month. 

Ninety -five percent, of the children admitted require more 
or less dental attention . Many of them have extremely bad teeth 
which have been allowed to go without attention, practically, 
from their earliest childhood. These conditions cause various 
disorders and troubles and lead often to misbehavior and truancy 
from school, on the part of these children. 

During the past two years, which is the time covered by this 
report, several hundred teeth have been treated and filled and 
much artificial dental work done. Only the teeth which cannot 
be saved are now extracted, and all dental work being done in the 
Institution, is done as in a well ordered family. 

Doctor H. W. Burns of the Department of Hygiene, esti- 
mates that between 90 and 95 percent, of the children in public 
schools need more or less dental work done. If this condition 
obtains in the public schools, we can safely say that the teeth 
of the children in the Institution bear no comparison to those on 
the outside, inasmuch as the teeth of the children of your Insti- 
ution are practically in sound condition. 

Permit me to thank you and your Resident Physician, Dr. 
W. E. Curtin, as well as all the officers of the Institution, for 
courtesy and hearty co-operation in my work.
